TRUTH (OR CONSEQUENCES) 
IN ADVERTISING 

Advertising policy in lesbian and gay publications is as much a 
question of politics as it is of financial policy. As such. Out Weeks 
readers have a legitimate interest in why we accept certain ads and 
refect others, why we don't have mote ‘mainstream* advertising, 
why we removed phone-sex ads, and so on. 

Lesbians and gays depend on a vibrant community press. Yet 
our journals have never had the resources of many other 
community presses because we lack the lucrative mainstream ads 
that finance most media. Throughout the '80s, Madison Avenue 
agencies claimed that the ambiance created by phone-sex ads 
made gay papers unsuitable for major advertisers. To test this 
hypothesis, OutWeek has removed its phone-sex ads. Whether or 
not Madison Avenue now responds by purchasing significant space 
in OutWeek will probably determine the financial direction of 
much of the national gay and lesbian press for some time to come. 

There is a troubling side to this experiment, with its 
implications of sex-negativity and self-censorship. Yet if the long¬ 
term goals of the serious lesbian and gay press arc to be realized, 
our near-total dependency on one segment of the gay male sex 
industry must ultimately be broken. Currently neither 
option—near-total dependency on phone sex or its complete 

In a different vein, we sometimes get offers from mainstream 
advertisers which we ourselves reject We have, for example, turned 
down lucrative ad campaigns from both Coots and Miller because we 
support community boycotts of their products. We recently rejected a 
scries of full-page ads for Philip Morris' cynical ‘Bill of Rights* 
campaign because of that corporation's gross hypocrisy in supporting 
Jesse Helms’ redection. Such decisions are painfully costly and 
cannot be taken lightly, yet we make them surprisingly often. 

There is. however, no principle stating that all advertising 
must conform rigidly to our editorial opinions. Accordingly, we 
sometimes accept ads that raise troubling questions. Personals 
seeking HIV-negatives only or partners of a particular race fall into 
this category, and sometimes larger ads do as well. 

Recently, we ran a controversial ad for an HIV information 
service sponsored by several AIDS groups but paid for primarily 
by Burroughs Wdlcome, even though we had some reservations 
about Welcome's motives in financing the ad. We accepted the ad 
because it’s consistent with our policy of encouraging people to 
get tested, it violates no community boycott against Wellcome, and 
the educational service k promotes seems useful, if self-serving. 

There are always gray areas in such cases. Decisions about 
seeking or rejecting ads can only be mode case by case. Our basic 
rule of thumb is to avoid financial hypocrisy by rejecting ads 
which would cause us to violate boycotts. But there's no rule that 
advertising, or any other form of speech, must be totally ‘correct" 
to appear in this magazine. Except in extreme cases, our ad pages 
are as open to a diversity of voices as the rest of the publication. 
And we avidly seek the day when this diversity includes 
mainstream and sexual advertising between the same covers. 
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'TOON TIFF 

Danny Sotomayor's car¬ 
toon in your Oct 17 issue [no. 
68] offends for many reasons. 
First and most obviously, his 
PWA character presents AIDS 
as the exclusive province of 
gay. white men—a gross dis¬ 
tortion of epidemiology. But 
Soto mayor extends this distor¬ 
tion to suggest that since AIDS 
is the exclusive province of gay 
(white) men. the AIDS activist 
movement shotid focus exclu¬ 
sively on treatment issues. 
According to Sotomayor's for¬ 
mulation, to expand the scope 
of the movement is to condemn 
PWAs to early death. But 
Sotomayor's obsessive *me- 
me-me" cartoon bears no 
resemblance to the agenda and 
successes of the AIDS activist 
movement that he has helped 
to build and shape. Nearly 
every AIDS-related demonstra¬ 
tion. action and campaign 
we’ve participated in or heard 
about has sought either specific 
treatments or access to health 
care. As well, the AIDS activist 
movement can take credit for 
any number of policy changes 
in government and the pharma¬ 
ceutical industry which have led 
to earlier access to treatments. 

! There is some truth in 
Sotomayor's cartoon: A tension 
exists between AIDS activists 
who include as a long-term goal 
systematic social change and 
those who want highest— and 


us. People aren't dying because 
of AIOS activism. Darmy. People 
are dying because of govern¬ 
mental neglect which is directly 
and indisputably related to deep 
loathing of gay people, women 
tod people of color We hate to 
(4eak the news to you. Danny, 
but your sexuality puts you fur¬ 
ther outside the circles of white 
male power than you ever 
thought possible. You’re one of 
the despised, and we think con¬ 
fronting the hatred that has 
informed every governmental 
and corporate decision about 
HIV is as important as getting 
drugs into your body. 

The infighting within AIDS 
activism comes In part from 
deep frustrations with the vex¬ 
ing nature of the epidemic: It 
ain't goin' away fast enough. 
There are valid criticisms to be 
made of the movement; there 
are real political differences 
and disagresments between 
and among us. But please, let's 
get on with the work and not 
be derailed by Sotomayor's 
bbme-the-movement attitude. 

One last comment on the 
cartoon: The Hdel character is just 
stupid, red-baiting. Red-baiting 
and warmongering are old tricks. 
Danrry.DonTM for them.

I've been doing cartoons, 
one or more per week, for more 
than fwo years. These cartoons 
have been populated by people 
of color, women, white men, 
the physically challenged and.

space. For you to say that I've 
committed “a gross distortion' 
of the epidemiology of the AIDS 
epidemic because in one partic¬ 
ular cartoon the PWA is white is 


a gross distortion of the body 
of my work. 

You say that the cartoon is 
obsessively “me-nmne'-orient- 
ed. If only that were true. But 
unfortunately, a lot more people 
than just‘me’are infected with 
this virus. And those that are 
infected should be setting their 
own agenda. The women's 
movement shotdd not be led by 
whites And the AIDS movement 
should not be led by thoee who 
are fortunate enough to have 
eluded this dsease. 

What you call a short¬ 
term goal, access to treatment, 
can mean the difference 
between life and death for a 
PWA At the risk of having you 
again accuse me of being m rne- 
me-me' obsessive , I choose 
the route that offers the best 
chance of survival to the most 
people.

term goal. Though I admin the 
vision of the long-term goal, I 
and the majority of those 
infected will be dead before 
that vision is even partially 
realized. If you find the PWA's 
right to stay alive a selfish 
"me-me-me" endeavor, what 
the hell are you two doing in 
this movement? 

You are predictably mis¬ 
taken in your assumption that 
I want to be ‘inside the circles 
of white male power." And in 
case you haven 't noticed, my 
Puerto Rican heritage, my 
poverty and my sexuality force 
me farther outside this circle 
than you two can imagine, 
even when you put your heads 
together. 

You accuse me of war¬ 
mongering. Yet a few weeks 
ago, I did a cartoon calling for 
our withdrawal from the Per¬ 
sian Gulf. You accuse me of 
red-baiting for the inclusion 
of Fidel Castro as one of the 
burdens being caused by the 
AIDS movement. His presence 
is an obvious comic exaggera¬ 
tion illustrating how far-flung 
the causes embraced by the 
AIDS movement have be¬ 
come. One thing you two are 
not burd-ened with is a sense 
of humor. 

You admit that there are 
tensions in the AIDS move¬ 
ment, yet you are angered by 
my commenting on them. You 
say, "Don’t blame the move¬ 
ment’I say, "Don't blame the 
messenger." 

You say that I "exploit the 
tension to drive deeper divi¬ 
sions between us." I ask you. 
SuzyandEve, who is this "us" 
to which you refer? There are 
some in the movement capital¬ 
izing on AIDS as an issue to 
further their own already- 
established political agendas. 
Then there are some who find 
themselves infected, displaced, 
unemployed, uninsurable. dis¬ 
enfranchised and often living 
in pain on a day-to-day basis 
with AIDS. 

Make no mistake, Suzy 


and Eve. I know the "us" I 
stand with. I stand with my 
own. the men and women 
who are living and dying with 
AIDS. And we are not divided.

SONG OF SONTAG 

In issue no. 72, Mr. Sig- 
norile (‘Gossip Watch,” Nov. 
14] reprimands Susan Sontag 
for not being out (as a les¬ 
bian] in the media world as 
well as for not prefacing AIDS 
and Its Metaphors with an 
admission and proclamation 
that she is a lesbian. 

There is a notable tenden¬ 
cy among ‘minorities* to con¬ 
tinually begin a statement by 
confessing to its purported 
point of origin. In this mode, I 
would have begun my letter by 
stating that, ‘As a Jewish/lrish 
gay artist who has been fag- 
bashed and denied funding by 
governmental agencies due to 
peer-panel cronyism. I think...." 
Yes, in some instances, it is 
important to speak of "where 
you are coming from.* But isn't 
it also important “where you 
are at* and where your argu¬ 
ments are going to? 

Sontag has a choice to 
speak openly of her sexual 
identity: As a nonadversary of 
the ‘gay community,* we 
should respect that choice and 
her constitutional right to pri¬ 


vacy. Her choice of girlfriends 
has slways been fun gossip, 
but we should also be dis¬ 
cussing the ideas in her books 
rather than dismissing her until 
she reveals the truth* to the 
larger world that so many of us 
have long known. Sontag is 
under no obligation to be a 
spokesperson or mouthpiece 
for a particular community; a 
theme that has run through her 
work has been to examine the 
words a society uses to 
describe cultural phenomena 
(in the case of disease, we uti¬ 
lize a militaristic vocabulary). 
In outing we resort to using 
upper-cased words reminis¬ 
cent of schoolyard insults. Per¬ 
haps Mr. Signorile should think 
again before he brands some¬ 
one (a someone who has suc¬ 
ceeded in introducing difficult 
concepts into the popular mar¬ 
ketplace of ideas) a disgusting 
fake and a victim of their own 
argument. Children used to 
say, *1 know you are, but what 
am I?* when faced with similar 
unfounded criticism.

to any further violent act direct¬ 
ed at queers. Tell her to remind 
the mayor that he made a lot of 


pcom l aa a to our community in 
Ns Inaugural address on Jan. 
1.1990. Include in this remin¬ 
der that what Is going on Is 
more than just homophobia; It 
is hatred in the worst sense of 
the word.

FAERIE FLAK 

Jay Blotched cover arti¬ 
cle. "That OT Lavender Magic!" 
in the Oct. 31 issue of Out¬ 
Week [no. 70] includes a 
description of the Radical 


Faeries which disturbed me 
greatly. On page 43, Mr. 
Blotcher writes: "[Radical 
Faerie] rituals stress rebirth 
and growth. Drawing on cult 
practices of transcendental¬ 
ism. pharmaceutical hallucino¬ 
gens often are part of the ritu¬ 
al. And so is sex. ’It's absolute¬ 
ly at the core.’ Birman says, 
’and we often don't acknowl¬ 
edge it. I wouldn't say that 
everyone comes there to get 
laid, but in a fairy [sic] context, 
spirituality is sexual, and being 
sexual is spirituality.’’ 

I have been active in the 
Faeries since 1983 and never 
once have I observed [others], 
or been encouraged myself, to 
take “pharmaceutical hallucino¬ 
gens" for any ritual purpose. 
While I realize that some may 
privately indulge in the chemi¬ 
cal construction of "transcen¬ 
dentalism,’ H is not a common 
practice of the Faeries to do 


this pubkcfy for ritual purposes, 
and our rituals have not, in my 
experience, centered on this 
practice in any way. 

Again, the connection 
between spirituality and sexu¬ 
ality is. indeed, an intimate 
one. But to assume that overt¬ 
ly physical sexual activity in a 
ritual context Is required 
before sex becomes a "part" 
of the ntual indicates a grossly 
superficial understanding of 
this connection. Being sexual 
in a ritual context has little to 
do with "getting laid"; it may 
take a number of different 
expressive forms from danc¬ 
ing naked in mud to ritual 
abstinence in order to increase 
psychic or spiritual potency. 

My frustration with Mr. 
Blotcher's description of the 
Radical Faeries, however, has 
more to do with discretion than 
with noting these two factual 
errors. Why would anybody, in

But in 
the future, maybe OutWeeks 
checkers should run such 
pieces by the original infor¬ 
mants (at least) to make sure 
that what is being said is true 
and accurate. Otherwise, it 
would seem that your weekly 
is attempting to sell itself 
through sensational, rather 
than investigative and informa¬ 
tive, writing.

Cops Make Third Arrest in 
Julio Rivera Murder

NEW YORK—Police have made a 
third arrest in the murder case in 
Queens that has galvanized community 
anger over anti-gay attacks here, but 
the long-sought tag of ‘bias motivated* 
remains elusive 

Esat Bid of 90-11 51st Ave. an IB- 
year-old resident of Elmhurst, Queens, 
surrendered to officers from die 115th 
Precinct oo Nov. 19, at the office of his 
attorney, Barry Rhodes. He was arraigned 
on Nov. 20 and charged with second- 
degree murder and criminal possession of 
a deadly weapon in connection with the 
July 2 murder of Julio Rivera. 

Rivera, 29. was stabbed repeatedly 
and bludgeoned to death with the daw 
end of a hammer near a schoolyard in 
Jackson Heights known as 'Vaseline 
Alley* because it is popular with gay 
men looking for sex. 

Rhodes declined to comment on die 
arrest of his dient. *1 can only tdl you 
that he insists on his innocence,* said 
Rhodes, who added that Bid has no 
criminal record. 

The Queens County District Attor¬ 
ney's office was scheduled to lake the 
case before a grand Jury on Friday, Nov. 
23- At press time, sources dose to the 
investigation expressed confidence that 
Bid would be indicted on the charges. 

Bid's arrest followed the indictments 
last week of Erik Brown and Daniel 
Doyle, 20-year-old residents of the same 
Jackson Heights neighborhood. Doyle 
and Brown, who last week were indicted 
on second-degree murder charges and

for criminal possession of a deadly 
weapon, continue to be held without bail. 
The grand jury proceedings in their cases 
remained scaled, and the DA's office 
dedined to divulge detais. 

According to Detective Michael 
Sackman, who heads the investigation 
of Rivera’s slaying. Bid’s surrender came 
as a result of the arrests and indictments 
of Brown and Doyle. *Hc reached out 
to us through his attorney, and detec¬ 
tives went to his attorney’s office and 
picked him up." 

Detectives al the 115th Precinct hare 
suspected the three men since late last 
summer, when they learned that all three 
had attended a party in the neighborhood 
on the night of the murder. 


Cops working on the case have 
spent the past three months building a 
case against the three, which Sackman 
has described as *very strong* 

Police are In possession of a confes¬ 
sion from Doyle, although his lawyer has 
disputed its legality. According to 
Sackman, cops on the case will continue 
to reserve judgment on the motive for 
Rivera's killing, waiting for a corroborat¬ 
ing statement from Bid. 

But under the guidance of their 
attorneys, neither Bid nor Brown, who 
have also said nothing to police, are 
likely to talk. And while anti-violence 
advocates have expressed satisfaction 
with the current pace of the investigation, 
they arc nonetheless impatient for a dec¬ 
laration of bias motivation. 

*We continue to feel that without 
evidence to the contrary that this should 
be classified as a bias crime,* said David 
Kirschenbaum, a spokesperson for the 
New York Gay and Lesbian Anti-Violence 
Project. *lt should be treated as seriously 
by the police and the press as bias mur- 

Vaseline Alley, located near 77th 
Street and 37th Avenue in Jackson 
Heights, is not fax from several neighbor¬ 
hood gay ban. In July, neighborhood res¬

Two NY Courts Rule for Gay 
Waiters With AIDS

NEW YORK—A state appeals court 
in Brooklyn and a trial court in 
Manhattan have both issued rulings in 
favor of gay waiters with AIDS who were 
fired by their employers. In both cases, 
the courts found that the restaurants had 
violated laws forbidding employment dis- 
dtmination an the basis of physical dis¬ 
abilities, upholding policies of state and 
city human-rights agencies which have 
concluded that HTV infection and AIDS 
are ‘disabilities' under the law 

In Chib Swamp Annex v. White, a 
unanimous four-judge panel of the 
Appellate Division, Second Department, 
ruled that a gay bar near East Hampton. 
LI, violated the state human rights Law 
when the owner fired waiter Kenneth 
Henry in January 1986. Henry had 
informed the owner the previous 
December that he had been diagnosed 
with AIDS-related complex. The owner 
told the State Division of Human Rights 
(hat Henry was fired for ‘poor perfor¬ 
mance,* but Henry’s roommate and co- 
worker, David Rockwell, who has since 
died, said in an affidavit that the owner 
told Rockwell that he 'coukkrf face' hiv¬ 
ing Henry in the restaurant because of his 
lines*. 

Former State Human Rights 
Commissioner Doug White ruled that 
Henry was entitled to remstatement with 
bode pay phis $5,000 damages for mental 
anguish. The appeals court upheld 
White's order but reduced the damages 
by the amount Henry earned after his 
discharge while working as a waiter at 
another restaurant. Lambda Legal 
Defense Fund filed a brief in support of 
White's order before the appellate court, 
whose decision was published in the 
New Fbrik Law Journal on Nov. 20 

In Manhattan, Justice Edward 
Greenfield ruled m 1b* M Restaurants 
v. City of New York Commission on 
Human Rights that Ben Benson's 
Steakhouse violated the city's human 
rights law when it fired Dennis Miller, an 
openly gay waiter who had worked there 
for four years. After his lover and his be* 
friend died from AIDS, many of Miller's 
fellow workers and supervisors became 


abusive and accused him of having 
AIDS. The restaurant claimed that it chv 
charged Miller because his work had 
deteriorated sharply. While finding that 
Miller's work performance had suffered 
under the circumstances, a New York Qty 
administrative law judge ruled that Miller's 
work performance was a pretext for dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of a perception 
of AIDS. 

Justice Greenfield agreed with this 
finding, stating (hat 'persons with AIDS 
have been deemed to be handicapped.' 
Whether the perception is soikfty founded 
or not, the belief that such a handicap 
exists is a sufficient basis for a finding of 
(Uscrimination....Discharge on a mistaken 


notion that a handicap exists is just as per¬ 
nicious, if not more so, than discharge 
based on reality. So long as the com¬ 
plainant is qualified and able to perform 
the duties of his job, his handicap, real or 
imagined, cannot be the ground on which 
he or she is refused employment' 

Miller’s case was the first AIDS 
employee discharge case to complete the 
entire administrative trial process at the 
NYC Commission. The Commission 
awarded Miller $10,170 in hack pay and 
$20,000 in damages for mental anguish. 
Since Miller died after the administrative 
hearing, the money will go to his estate. 
Justice Greenfield's opinion was pub¬

Ireland’s New Pro-Gay President

The new president-elect of Ireland, 
Mary Robinson, is the antihesis of every 
man to hold the office before her. 
Robinson, the first woman ever elected 
to the presidency, is a radically liberal 
human-rights activist and feminist. And 
she is outspoken on issues of birth con¬ 
trol. abortion rights—both of which are 
illegal in Ireland—and on the decriminal¬ 
ization of homosexuality. 

'It’s about the most exciting thing to 
happen to women and gap here ever,* 
said Anne Galligan, a lesbian-feminist 
from Dublin. The election of Robinson 
was a total suiprtse—really a reaction to 
sentiment against Brian Lenihan (one of 
her opponents), but It could have a 
really brilliant effect on us here. It's not 
going to change anything tomorrow, of 
course, but it will make the kind of agita¬ 
tion that ocxdd radically alter the position 
of gays and women in this country.’ 

According to Galligan and other gay 
and feminist activists in Ireland, the pic¬ 
ture there is bleak, and Robinson’s out¬ 
spokenness on issues such as gay rights, 
abortion rights and hirth control have 
made more than headlines—they have 
bolstered grass-roots organizers who see 
her election as an inevitably positive step 
toward establishing equal rights for 
women and gays. 

The president of Ireland is, as in 
other European countries, a head of 
state rather than of government. But 
while the position is primarily a cere¬ 
monial one, It is not without influence. 
And Robinson has repeatedly stated 
that she wants the position to carry 
more political weight, a position she 
made dear during her campaign. 

Robinson, who will be inaugurated 
on Dec. 3, is, like nearly 90 percent of 
the Republic of Ireland, a Roman 
Catholic She is married to a Protestant 
and is a lawyer and a mother of two. In 
the course of her campaign, she had this

to say about rights for gap in Ireland *1 
do now and have always felt that 
homosexuality should be decriminal¬ 
ized. I say it now and will say it in a 
personal capacity later.' Consensual

homosexual acts are illegal under the 
Irish Constitution. According to 
Galligan, political figures ignore the gay 
rights issue. 

Moira Flynn, another activist, told 
OuJWmk that ‘the politicians fust ignore 
these Issues. They don’t think of homo¬ 
sexuals as having a voting bloc like In 
the States, or even in Britain. So it just 
tends not to even be addressed, except 
in somewhat negative wap. It's more 
likely that an issue such as divorce 
(Robinson favors legalizing it) or even 
birth control and abortion get raised by 
politicians because there’s a strong fem¬ 
inist movement here. But, for example, 
the Illegality of condoms makes the 


AIDS problem even more alarming 
here, because there just isn't available 
protection. And it’s all due to the power 
of the church and their stand on gap 
and women. 

Robinson is also outspoken on the 
role of the church as regards to the state. 
She believes strongly that the church has 
put women in the position of second- 
dass citizenship and that gap have been 
classed 'right below them.’ in an inter¬ 
view with a local news magazine. Hot 
Press, she said, 'I agree that the whole 
patriarchal male-dominated presence of 
the Catholic Church is probably the 
worst aspect of the establishment 
forces that have sought to do down 
women over the years.* Part of 
Robinson’s job will be to attend reli¬ 
gious functions as president. 'It's not 
the aspect of the job that most excites 
me,’ she told the magazine. 

Robinson’s election came as a sur¬ 
prise to many. Although she had cam¬ 
paigned hard for the position and holds 
an impressive political record prior to the 
election, Brian Lenihan, her prime oppo¬ 
nent and member of the dominant 
Fianna Fail party, was expected to win. 
Her victory is attributed to reaction 
against Lenihan when he was exposed in 
the local press as having lied about a 
political scandal eight years earlier. 
Robinson trailed behind Lenihan by 5 
percent in the first round of balloting, but 
neither obtained the outright majority 
required to win. The second choice bal¬ 
lots for third-place finisher Austin Currie 
put Robinson over the top. 

One Irish male politician, who 
asked not to be named, said that the 
country it run by and for men and that 
the election of a woman in a position 
with as much ‘obviousness* as that of 
president 'can only mean to stand the 
men on their heads. It matters very lithe 
that there’s no real power here. The 
power is in her very presence and in 



wfr* she's not afraid to say. They haven't 
found a way to quiet her yet, but I imag¬ 
ine theyll keep Crying." 

Meanwhile, Flynn said that 
Robinson ran “a campaign like in the 
Stales, like jease Jackson or someone lkc 
that She expected to lose, but she got a 
lot of diverse people on her side. And I 
think her fairness, and her willingness to 
be outspoken, to say that she thinks it's 
all right for women to have abortions 
and for men to have sex wih each other 
and for people to be protected against 
unwanted chicken or unwanted disease, 
Ike AIDS—I think that says a great deal 
to a very many men who have gotten al 
loo complacent about befog able to keep 
women down and, by extension, homo¬ 
sexuals down* 

Robinson has already been pres¬ 
sured to tone down her vocal stance on 
these controversial issues and in many 

her qjotes keep appearing in local news¬ 
papers and magazines, and she has yet 
to deny having said any of them 

Robinson is an iconoclast—espe¬ 
cially for a woman in Ireland, often 
called the most anti-woman state in 
Europe. Her controversial career began 
when she was 25 and became the 
youngest law professor ever at Dublin's 
prestigious Trinity College, the Irish 
equivalent of Oxford She was also ooe 
of the first women to achieve the stand¬ 
ing of senior legal counsel—there are still 
very few women to achieve that level of 
recognition in the British legal system. 
She was also the first president of the 
Irish Women’s Political Association and 
has served as a member of the Iridi sen¬ 
ate for over 20 years. 

She is a renowned lawyer in the area 
of dvfl liberties and has focused poxttcu- 
farty on issues involving women, gays and 
chicken. She has made headlines in cases 
for voting rights for the young, legal aid 
for the poor and equal rights for women. 

At a time when Ireland remains in 
political turmoil, her presidency could 
have a defining effect Said Galligan: 
“She's determined to have people sk up 
and take notice. She's not a figurehead 
type, so it's unlikely that she's going to sit 
back and pour tea for diplomats.* 
Galligan could just be right. In her accep¬ 
tance speech, Robinson noted, "I've been 
elected because the women who rock 
the cradte have deckled to rock the sys¬ 
tem instead. "T 
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Perry Watkins: Sweet

TACOMA, Wash.—After nine years 
of battling the US Army, victory tastes 
especially sweet to 42-year-old gay 
sergeant Perry Watkins.

Editor’s Note 

In an article on New York City's 
nascent domestic partnership legislation 
in last week’s issue, a reporting error 
resulted in the article’s erroneous sug¬ 
gestion that a proposal by the ACLU was 
meant to serve as a compromise between 
a more toothsome measure supported by 
gay advocates and a city administration 
that soma perceive to be increasingly 
skittish about the subject 

In fact the ACLU’s proposal predated 
the bill being introduced to the City Counci 
and is supported by most of the new legis¬ 
lation's backers. The ACLU's proposal 
would have the mayor establish a registry 
for domestic partners open to anyone, in 
order to track the demand tor domestic 
partnership legislation, and is similar to a 
new law recently proposed by voters in 
San Francisco. 

While the proposal, as set forth by 
Nan Hunter and Bill Rubenstein, former 
and currant directors of the ACLU's 
Lesbian and Gay Rights Project, could 
serve as an interim measure, it was never 
intended as an alternative to the pending 
b«. which ihe ACLU also supports^ 


The ruling was a surprise to Watkins 
'Considering how conservative this court 
is—and being Black and gay and fighting 
the government—I had three strikes 
against me,' he explained 'But k shows 
how Ear off base the government b with 
their argument, and how blatantly wrong 
they are.' 

Watkins had vowed to fight till the 
end, even though he didn't initially see 
himself as a gay crusader. He has said 
repeatedly (hat he only fought to get what 
was hb—the pension he had earned 
But his ethics are such that he

‘My mother was very strict about lying.' 
said Watkins. Over 20 years ago, when 
he saw the question on the Army appli¬ 
cation which asked If he was gay, hb first 
thought was of her.

about falling in love with a man on his 
answering machine, has had a handful of 
victories against the military. But it has 
been a long, drawn-out campaign. 

Watkins acknowledged that he was 
gay when drafted and continued lo be open 
about his sexuality each time he re-enlisted 
For 15 years, there was no problem. 

But in 1981, the Army began to 
crack down on gay people by changing 
the regulations to bar anyone who was 
gay, not just anyone caught in homosex¬ 
ual acts. As a result of his openness, 
Watkins was kicked out. He sued and 
won, but three years later, a mid-level 
appeals court ruled against him. 

Then, two years ago, an appellate 
court in San Francisco said that the 15- 
year veteran could not be dismissed 
solely on the basis of being gay. A sec¬ 
ond court ruling said that the Army had 
to reinstate Watkins and allow him to 
serve until he was eligible for retirement. 

But the military was not used to los¬ 
ing wars—especially against one lone 
homosexual. It took the case to the high¬ 
est court in die land, hoping to win. 

It lost when the Supreme Court 
refused to hear the case last month. And 
with this final ruling. Watkins should be 
able to re-enlist in the Army and serve till 
retirement or take a financial settlement. 

Despite his gain, the case has cost 
Watkins dearly. Although his legal 
expenses have been covered by the 
American Civil Liberties Union, and 
Watkins now works for the federal gov¬ 
ernment, he became unemployable, last 
his home and had to file bankruptcy 
once he was booted out. 

Watkins figures the total cost, 
including his lower income, is easily 
$150,000 to $200,000. which be will not 
be able to recover from the government. 
Until this ruling, he also would have lax 
a 15-year pension. 

Yet far the man who doesn't believe 
in lying, the decade-long struggle has 
been worth the price—not just for him¬ 
self, but for others. Although the narrow 
ruling technically applies only to his case, 
Watkins thinks that h«s success will bene¬ 
fit other gays in the military. 

It's a very narrow line between my 
case and others—especially for those 
with exemplary records," said Wilkins. *lt 
will weigh very heavily." 

"The military will come out," 
Watkins predicted, "and change the regu¬ 
lation very, very soon.T

REP FRANK 
SUFFERS MILD 
HEART ATTACK 

WASHINGTON—Democratic Rep. 
Barney Frank of Massachusetts is report¬ 
edly resting comfortably in a Boston 
hospital after suffering a mild heart 
attack on Nov. 17. 

Doctors are expecting the openly 
gay firebrand congressman from the 
Boston area to remain hospitalized for 
another seven to ten days for tests and 
observation. 

Frank. 50, checked himself into Beth 
Israel Hospital Saturday evening, com¬ 
plaining of chest pains after leaving a 
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local health dub. 

An EKG performed on Frank 
showed that the congressman had block¬ 
age of a major coronary artery. After¬ 
wards, when it appeared that the blood 
dot in the artery was not responding to 
treatment, Frank underwent a balloon 
angioplasty—a noosurgjcal procedure to 
restore the blood flow—early Sunday 
morning. 

*1 appreciate the care Pm getting and 
many of the expressions of concern,* said 
Hank in a statement released by the hos¬ 
pital on Monday. -There's no good time 
for something like this to happen, but at 
least Congress is now out That means 
that 111 be back at work when Congress is 
back in session.* 

‘Congressman Frank has been in 
excellent health prior to this Incident,* 
said Dr. William Grossman, Beth Israel's 
cardiologist-in-chief. "His quick action in 
going to the hospital to seek medical 
treatment prevented a more serious inci¬ 
dent I’m pleased to say treatment seems 
to be working He has no other medical 
problems.’ 

Grossman predicted that if Frank's 
tale of progress continues, he expects the 
conpessman's complete recovery. 

Frank, who was handily reelected to 
a sixth term on Nov. 6, has long been 
one of Congress' most visible and effec¬ 
tive supporters of gay and lesbian right*, 
most recently having sponsored a 
removal of the federal ban on gay and 
AIDS immigration.

6,000 BERLINERS 
PROTEST WESTS 
ANTI-GAY LAWS 

BERLIN—More than 6,000 gay 
Berliners marched through the dty center 
on Oct 27 proteMng Paragraph 175 of the 
West German legal code, which sets a 
higher age of consent for gay men to have 
sex than for heterosexuals or lesbians. 

East Germany repealed its version of 
Paragraph 175 two years ago, and gay 
campaigners fear that die unified German 
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parliament is preparing to adopt West 
Germany’s laws wholesale 

If that happens, gay East German 
sexually active boys between ages 14 
and 18 will effectively become criminals 
overnight. 

Since reunification, Paragraph 175 
has moved to the forefront of the 
German gay agenda. 

~XUe have to show our opposition to 
any attempt to extend this unjust and 
anachronistic law into the territory which 
was formerly East Germany," said protest 
organizer Karstcn Riedel. 

The demonstration began at East 
Berlin's central Alcxandcrplatz and 
wound through the heart of the city, 
catching the attention of tens of thou¬ 
sands of Saturday shoppers. 


Protestors finished with a rally at the 
Brandenburg Gate, where speakers 
demanded ‘completely equal legal and 
social fights for lesbians and giy men." 

Meanwhile, a new Washington- 
based human rights groups. Gay and 
Lesbian Witch, recently wrote Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl complaining about the dis¬ 
crepancy between the two Germanics’ 
age-of-consent laws. They received a 
response that said that Kohl "understands 
your desire to have this issue reopened." 

The return letter added that until the 
new German parliament finds time to 
address "numerous complex Issues," the 
legal age for gay sex in the five Eastern 
states will remain at 14. 

Paragraph 175 was enacted in 
1871, during the rule of Chancellor Otto 


von Bismarck. 

It has been targeted by homosexual 
rights campaigners for almost 100 years, 
since groundbreaking gay activist Magnus 
Hirschfeld first petitioned the Reichstag 
for its repeal in 1897.

ASIAN GAY 
GROUPS 
NETWORK IN 
THAILAND 

BANGKOK—As the gay liberation 
movement continues its spread into 
developing nations, more than 30 Asian 
activists gathered in late August in 
Bangkok to share ideas and plot Interna¬ 
tiona] strategy. 

The conference was hosted by the 
Fraternity for AIDS Cessation in Thailand 
—an organization known as much for Its 
gay rights work as AIDS activism. 

Delegates attended from Guam, 
Japan and Malaysia, and gay groups in 
many other Asian nations, including 
Hong Kong. South Korea and Taiwan, 
sent letters regretting that they did not 
have any travel funds. Several absent 
organizations sent papers detailing the 
state of their local gay movements. 

As the conference opened, key Thai 
activist Natee Teenrojpnapongs told dele¬ 
gates, "Over the past decade, we have 
seen a dramatic shift in acceptance of gay 
identity and lifestyles in Bangkok, as the 
result of the development of a significant 
gay business community, a vigorous gay 
press and the role of good gay men pre¬ 
sented in the media" 

Japanese delegates described a new 
spirit of gay liberation in their nation. 
Asian WW editor Seiichi Madon said that 
“the single lifestyle’ (dokusbtn sbugt) has 
become trendy in the past five years and 
has created a niche for gay men who 
want to eschew marriage and parenthood. 

"Let us speak up courageously 
without being afraid of disputes," added 
Teishiri Minami of the Japanese 
International Lesbian and Gay Association 
Support Group. ‘We must stand up 
now—not for someone dse but for our¬ 
selves—so we can live faithfully and 
truthfully." 

Malaysian delegttes from the Pink Tri¬ 
angle organization said that homosexuality 
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Is n« discussed in their country, but the 
government is 'rdaxetT about the under¬ 
ground gay world. Gay sex is illegal 
under both dvi and Islamic law, the del¬ 
egates said. 

In closing resolutions, delegates 
pledged to fight AIDS, increase inter¬ 
group communication (using Asian 
Wind as the vehicle), encourage gay 
organizing in Asian nations that have 
none and increase outreach to lesbians. 

Delegates took a day trip to the gay 
resort of Partly, a night tour of Bangkok's 
second-largest gay area, Spahan Kwai; 
and held a farewell dinner at Once Upon 
a Time, a Bangkok gay restaurant

GAYS FIRED 
AFTER ARGEN¬ 
TINE PAPER 
PRINTS PINK LIST 

BUENOS AIRES—In the midst of 
aggressively escalating harassment of 
gays by Argentine police and judges, a 
key Buenos Aires newspaper has pub¬ 
lished the home addresses and 
national identity-card numbers of the 
Comunidad Homosexual Argentina's 
board of directors. 

Most of the eight board members 
were quickly fired from their jobs, 
according to a CHA spokesperson. 

The newspaper, Actualidad, also 
published a second list of 35 known CHA 
members, along with the* ID numbers. 

The list was sent to the newspaper 
by the attorney general,' charged CHA's 
Emmanuel Valkio, 'Most of the people 
are now dismissed from their work.* 

In response, CHA issued a call for 
an International Day of Solidarity on 
Dec, 7, 8 or 9. ’You can make a soli¬ 
darity party in a discotheque to benefit 
CHA.* Valido said. ’This was done 
already In Stockholm with singers, 
dancers, poets and a costume party.* 

CHA also called on gay and les¬ 
bian activists worldwide to begin 
‘aggressive protests against all 
Argentine embassies and consulates.' 

*If you have access to radio and 
TV, please denounce the situation in 
Argentina,* Valido urged. ‘We need a 
big international scandal * 

Life for Argentine gays has been 
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deteriorating for two years. At first, 
overt harassment came only from 
police, who arbitrarily arrest gays 
nightly in the streets to ‘check* their 
‘records* or because they arc prone to 
"sexual promiscuity in public.* 

Rvc laws arc used in the ongoing 
crackdown. Hie laws permit detainment 
of 'suspicious persons.* suspected prosti¬ 
tutes, persons who permit same-sex 
dancing, wear “improper clothes* or 
operate an establishment where •homo¬ 


sexuals gutter for immoral purposes." 

In August, the crackdown 
received de facto official approval 
when a federal appeals court denied 
CHA any legal status in Argentine soci¬ 
ety—forcing the shutdown of gay- 
rights and AIDS work nationwide and 
preventing the group from renting an 
office or collecting money. 

The court said: ’Homosexuality 
injures the principles of morality and 
good customs of our society. The pub¬ 


lic acceptance or legalized promotion 
of a third hybrid gender would contra¬ 
vene not only the principles of natural 
law. but also Catholic morality is chal¬ 
lenged by all these currents that pur¬ 
sue the glorification of homosexual 
behavior,* the court wrote. 

CHA is appealing the ruling to the 
Supreme Court. If that fails, the group 
will move to the Inter American Court 
of Human Rights in Costa Rica.V

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Activists Make Gains at 
AIDS Conference

WASULNGTON—Both AIDS activists 
and researchers arc saying that a meeting 
for federal AIDS investigators here the 
week of Nov. 12 was more informative 
than the international AIDS conference in 
San Francisco last June. 

The meeting of the AIDS Clinical 
Trials Group, or ACTC, brought together 
researchers from 47 medical centers 
across the country who are testing anti- 
AIDS drugs for the National Institute of 
Allergy and Infectious Diseases. 

For the first time, activists were 
invited to participate both as registered 
participants and as members of the newly 
formed Community Constituent Group. 
Activists on this committee will serve on 
all major ACTC commiaccs. including the 
executive committee, according to NIAID. 
By contrast, one year ago, activists were 
not welcome-, four members of ACT UP 
barged into dosed meetings, demanding 
inclusion. 

The Community Constituent Group 
used its new powers to keep ACT UP 
from speaking at a plenary session. ACT 
UP, planning to point out bureaucratic 
problems within the ACTG, charged the 
Community Constituent Group svith join¬ 
ing the ACTG bureaucracy and no longer 
representing the community's interests 

In a one-page sheet entitled 
•What We Have Learned.* ACT UP 
members outlined their belief that coro- 
muruation among ACTG committees is 
poor, and statements made in different 
sessions were contradictory. Some of 
their concerns: 

•Drug trials have data backlogs up 
to nine months (This surprised members 
of the Data Management Commence.) 

• Principal investigators, or Pis 
(researchers who run specific trials), give 
different reports in hallway discussions 


from those they gave in the committee 
meetings. 

•One PI thought that the number of 
participants in a trial he was supervising 
was so low that the trial had been can¬ 
celled. He made this statement minutes 
after the ACTG committee overseeing 
the trial had reported in another session 
how high the participation rate was.

approval process. 

•ACTG trial 076 is a study of AZT in 
pregnant women. Both the FDA and ACT 
UP have called this trial unethical. 
Researchers continue to ignore women’s 
infections. Pregnant women are given 
treatments primarily for their fetuses. For 
example, there are no studies of treat¬ 
ments for vaginal candidiasis, even 
though fluconazole was originally devel¬ 
oped In England specially for candidiasis. 

Perhaps the most important revela¬ 
tion about bureaucracy came from high- 
ranking government officials, who say 
puhlidy that they do not cooperate well. 
"Nobody talks to each other." the FDA's 
Ellen Cooper, in charge of approving 
antiviral drugs, toW activists. 

Rochelle Rollins, research director of 
Boston’s Multicultural AIDS Coalition and 
a Community Constituent Group member, 
spoke at the opening plenary session of 
the need for activists and researchers to 
work together despite the bureaucracy. 
She drew an analogy to the movie, Tbe 
Breakfast dub, in which high school stu¬ 
dents from different social groups leam to 
be friends while stuck m detention.

According to ACT UP, ACTG committee 
members do not discuss trials among 
themselves. For example, no Pis sit on 
the protocol committee, although site 
representatives do. 

•Members of a subgroup of the 
Primary Infection Committee did not 
understand the the basic rules of the 
Food and Drug Administration, believing 
that any PI could request a drug be put 
immediately into phase-one trials—trials 
that determine dose and safety of an 
agent before it is tested in hundreds of 
patients.

bon to sink in that everybody present not 
only was family, but also shared a com¬ 
mitment to creating change 

The initial ‘invocation* was in the 
form cf a wonderful Native American rit¬ 
ual. It expressed die diversity of our com¬ 
munity and our roots and heritage and, 
on a painful note, underscored the drien- 
franchisement we all feel at many levels. 
The woman who performed this cere¬ 
mony shared a prayer called ‘From 
Balance Come All Blessings.' a sentiment 
that settled over the participants and car¬ 
ried on throughout the weekend.

Students Gather for 
AntWtOTC 
Conference 

MINNEAPOUS-More than 165 gay and 
lesbian students from universities around 
the nation gathered in Minneapolis on Nov. 
9 to strap strategies in their ongoing battles 
against the Reserve Officers' Training 
Corps, which bans homosexuals from 
enrollment in accord with Department of 
Defense policy 

The conference, sponsored by the 
American Civil Liberties Union, rode the 
crest of the aggressive anti-ROTC activism 
that has sprung up on campuses from 
ooast to coast in recent months. 

According to ACLU documents, stu¬ 
dents at 53 universities and colleges have 
launched anti-military campaigns—most 
often focused on removing the ROTC from 
campus for violating university aitodiscrim- 
ination policies. The new activism has led to 
a re-emergence of gay fas-ins. sit-ins and 
spirited debate on gay issues in campus 
newspapers. 

The conference featured several stars 
in the mushrooming anti-military move¬ 
ment, including Miriam Ben-Shalom. who 
has fought a 16-year battle for reinstate¬ 
ment in the Army; James Hotobaugh, a for¬ 
mer ROTC poster boy who was booted 
from the Corps after he told his superiors 
that he had realized that he was gay; and 
Massachusetts Democratic Rep.

By challenging many of my instinc¬ 
tive reactions and ideas, the conference 
further heightened my personal aware¬ 
ness of racism issues. The keynote 
address in the second plenary session, 
by CT. Williams, chair of the Center for 
Democratic Renewal, focused on the 
need to unite rather than untie our 
resources. CT. said. Those that hate 
one of us hate the other.’ Mandy Carter, 
an organizer for Harvey Gann’s unsuc¬ 
cessful Senate bid, commented sadly 
that some gay people in North Carolina 
chose to vote for Jesse Helms because 
they would not bring themselves to vote 
for a Black man. 

Heroes in our movement were hon¬ 
ored in front of the entire assembly. 
Sharon Kowalski and Karen Thompson 
represented our commitment to family 
and our inalienable right to care for one 
another. Claudia Brenner symbolized the 
courage to fight after her lover was shot 
to death and she herself survived five 
bullet wounds in an anti-lesbian attack. 
VUo Russo was remembered and cele¬ 
brated for stretching beyond his own tan¬ 
ks. I sat in awe of the commitment and 
courage of these and so many others and 
was moved and charged by their 
endurance. 

My thoughts toward the end were 
summarized by the words of Kate 
Clinton, who delivered one of the most 
powerful speeches I have ever heard. She 
talked about the possibility of unity co¬ 
existent with multiplicity in our move¬ 
ment. She delivered a deadly serious 
message with the only ingredient posable 
for survival: a sense of humor. Her call to 
action was to be bold. 

I was left thinking that all the work 
being done in our community is indeed 
creating the changes needed to bring cxir 
claim to our rightful place in society 
closer, because the way it was in 
Minneapolis is the only way to be.V

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Simplified 
Diagnosis 
f or PCP 

If you are HIV positive with a T 
cdl count of 200 or less wrth a new 
or increasing cough, shortness of 
breath, fatigue and/or fevers, you 
may have Pneumocystis carinii 
pneumonia (PCP). Until recently 
the only way »o confirm or exdude 
this diagnosis has been to undergo 
bronchoscopy, a procedure in 
which a respiratory specialist pass¬ 
es a flexible tube into the lungs to 
obtain fluid and sometimes tissue 
for examination.

We perform the immunoflourescent 
test immediately and report the re¬ 
sults the same day to you and your 
doctor. There is no risk, discomfort, 
or hospitalization involved. The 
cost is $200 and is reimbursible by 
most insurance carriers.

organization's legislative lobbying 
agenda while a search is underway for 
a full-time lobbyist and an executive 
director The merger took effect after 
FAIRPAC made its 1990 campaign 
contributions. 

Before the merger, FAIRPAC joined 
with ether progressive organizations to 
become part of the Coalition for a New 
Majority The Coalition, the brainchild 
of politically astute Eric Schneiderman, 


was developed to elect a Democratic 
majority, responsive to the needs of 
our communities, to the state Senate in 
November AD the Coalition-endorsed 
candidates were pro-choice and pro¬ 
gay AD of their incumbent opponents 
voted against the bias bill last year. 
Eight of the ten Coalition-endorsed 
candidates were women. All of their 
opponents were men. Each member 
organization of the Coalition put forth 
a tremendous effort. FAIRPAC alone 
contributed amounts of $300 to $1,750 
to each candidate. But all the 
Coalition-supported candidates l os t It’s 
a sobering loss for progressives all 
over New York state. 

Six of the races the Coalition was 
involved In were in Long Island, but 
the best TV commercial by a Coalition- 
endorsed candidate belonged to Anita 
Maxwell from upstate New York. 
Maxwell is a former and a pro-choice 
mother of 11 children. In the 
commercial. Maxwell is on her farm 
standing In front of a steer, proclaiming 
that there was more bull in her 
opponent's commercials than on her 
firm. A clever, dear-cut commercial, 
but not enough to win the race. 

On Monday, Dec. 10, from 6-10 
pm, Empire State Pride Agenda will be 
roasting former PAIRPAC Executive 
Director Candida Scott Piel The cost Is 
$75, and it will be held at Private Eyes 
at 12 W. 21st St. It should be noted 
that the owner of Private Eyes, Robert 
Shalom, believes In supporting our 
community. The Agenda needs the 
dollars, and the roost will be a riot. For 
more information, call (212) 727-1291. 

On Nov. 13, Gay Men's Health 
Crisis took out a full-page ad in 7b* 
Air w York Times It asked people to call 
the governor to demand that his 
proposed cuts in spending for AIDS 
programs and his freeze on 30 percent 
of the state Health Department AIDS 
budget be stopped. Geoffrey Knox of

GMHC explained (hat we cannot 
manage a 30-percent cut in funding 
when community-based programs arc 
experiencing a 30-percent to 60-percent 
jump in their caseloads. We know that 
the governor's New York office alooe 
received more than 200 calls of protest 
in the first 24 hours after the ad 
appeared. Isn't it a shame that GMHC 
had to spend $39,690 for an ad of this 
nature? Someone in the governor’s 
office is asleep at the wheel again. 

Deborah Glick is co-hosting a 
fund-raiser to help retire former 
opponent Tony Hoffman's debt from 
him Assembly race on Nov. 30.

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Jim Foster 

Over 750 people gathered earlier 
this month in San Francisco's Grace 
Cathedral to honor Jim Foster, a pio¬ 
neer of the contemporary gay rights 
movement. Foster died of complica¬ 
tions related to AIDS on Oct. 31, at his 
home in San Francisco. 

The funeral, with the Bishop of 
California officiating, was a testament 
not only to Foster but to a movement 
he helped create. Del Martin and Phyl¬ 
lis Lyon, two of the women who creat¬ 
ed the lesbian rights organizaiton 
Daughter of Bilitis, were among the 
pallbearers. Hal Call, one of the 
founders of the Mattachinc Society, sat 
in the audience. Scattered throughout 
the building were many of the gay and 
lesbian commissioners and elected 
officeholders that have served their 
community because of doors opened 
by Foster. 

The eulogy was the speech Foster 
delivered at the 1972 Democratic Con¬ 
vention. It was this speech that had, 
for the first time, defined the issues of 
gay and lesbian rights before a nation¬ 
al political convention. 

Mayor Art Agnos stood with his 
two sons at his side as he praised Fos¬ 
ter. He openly spoke of his high 
esteem for the man. "Foster,* Agnos 
said, *was one of the first people to 
teach us what it meant to be gay and 
proud, and he had both courage and 
heart. The changes he brought us 
made life better for all San Franciscans. 
Wc wont see his likes again * 


Congresswoman Nancy Pclosi and 
California Assembly Speaker Willie 
Brown also participated in the service. 

A member of the health commis¬ 
sion, Foster was the highest-ranking 
San Francisco city official to die of 
AIDS. For over 20 years, he had been 
in the forefront of liberation for gay 
men and lesbians and in his honor 
flags were ordered flown at half-staff 
across San Francisco. 

Foster was ooe of a small group 
of people who emerged in the San 
Francisco area as leaders in a growing 
gay community. He was one of the 
founding members of SIR, the Society 
for Individual Rights, which many 
credit as the first group in the city to 
effectively advocate for gay rights in 
the political arena. 

Foster was also the founder of the 
San Francisco-based Alice B. Toklas 
Lesbian and Gay Democratic Club. 
Organized in 1972, it was the first gay 
Democratic political dub in the nation 
It continues to be one of the largest 
Democratic Party dubs in the country. 

In 1980, Foster was the Northern 
California manager for Sen. Edward 
Kennedy's Democratic presidential 
nomination bid. Kennedy said, ‘He 
had a vision of a better America and a 
road map to get us there * He praised 
Poster as a “tireless champion of a 
wiser, more compassionate and more 
effective national policy to combat this 
dread disease and end the intolerance 
that too often still accompanies it.* 

Kevin Smith 

Kevin—a photographer, an AIDS 
activist, a gay and lesbian civil rights 
activist and an artist with a beautiful 
vision—died of AIDS on Nov. 11 in his 
parents' home in California. He never 
surrendered Until the end of his life, 
he fought the disease and raged 
against the injustices that allow this 
tragedy to continue. In his final days 
he was still on the telephone managing 
his health care and expressing his 
anger and frustration. One of his last 
political acts was a letter, *An Open 
Letter to My Warrior Friends,* pub¬ 



lished in the September issue of the 
PWA Coalman Ntutline. He wrote: 

‘Thousands of years ago there 
was a warrior race in Greece in a 
place called Sparta. When they went 
into battle they were an army of 
lovers. An army of lovers can never 
be defeated. Wc still char' that when 
we go into battle against the federal 
government, the Nil! and FDA, the 
Dinkins administration. President 
Bush and all the other disinterested 
people in positions of power who 
don't help us in our struggle to sur¬ 
vive. Some are helping, but not 
enough to make me think I won't die 
of this monster that is inside of me: 
this monster virus that floats through 
my blood and makes me suffer so 
much and has killed so many of my 
friends and lovers. ..Keep on fighting. 
Fight for me. Fight for yourselves. 
Fight for all our lives. ACT UP. FIGHT 
BACK. FIGHT AIDS * 

In the end, when he could no 
longer agitate and advocate, his moth¬ 
er withstood the blows of his rage, 
never deserting him. making him as 
comfortable as she could. For that wc 
all thank you, Evelyn. Kevin died as 
he wished: at home, with his family, 
in his sleep. Bom in 1954, he leaves 
behind his parents, brothers, sister, 
compatriots from activist organizations 
including ACT UP, Body Positive, PWA 
Coalition, Northern Lights. HEAL, 
GMHC—and a legion of loved ones 
and friends. A memorial service will 
be announced shortly. W 







For its producers, the 
launching of Red Hot and 
Blue was an uphill battle 
from the start. In the face of 
corporate greed and the 
usual prejudice, can an 
AIDS fund-raiser also raise 
consciousness? Maybe—but 
it ain’t easy. 

hen it comes to politics, the entertainment industry has hardly 
been in the vanguard of addressing social issues. Aside from 
the anti-war movement of the late '60s, people in the highly 
commercialized pop music industry have for the most part 
shied away from any sort of political stance. But this past 
decade has witnessed the "we" generation in the music world, 
with artists taking up causes ranging from Live Aid to Farm 
Aid, from "Save the Rain Forest' to 'Free Nelson Mandela.' 
With all this philanthropic fervor in the air, where on earth is AIDS awareness? 

Fade back to last July's New Music Seminar held in New York City. It was the First after¬ 
noon of the four-day event, and the scheduled panel of speakers were discussing AIDS and 
the music industry, a topic which drew an audience of about JO people. That's roughly a 
five to one ratio of attendees to panelists, out of a registered NMS crowd of about 8,000. So 
much for AIDS and the music industry 

The panel, which included Dionne Warwick, British journalist Ian Cranna, Sire records 
president Howie Klein and New York writer and activist Jim Fouratt. touched on a variety of 

_ _ _ _ _ _ aspects of AIDS organizing, from 

' 'V V ■ T O R ■ XV ■ XV R cultural trends to fund-raising. But 

in some vague way. and for more 
than obvious reasons, the discussion often focused on the obstacles to doing cultural work 
around AIDS. 

In the center of all of this was the softspoken Jon Carlin, coproducer of a new AIDS 
fund-raising project. Red Hot and Blue. Meek but assured, and tragically un-hip in his tblr- 
tysometbirtg attire, Carlin spoke of an album that would be a tribute to Cole Porter Lots of big 





names would be Included in the project, and the proceeds 
would go to various AIDS-related charities. There would also 
be a TV special, which would air music videos of the songs 
on the albums. With a perversely patriotic name like Red Hot 
and Blue, one could only wonder: Was another liberally star- 
studded *We Are the World" hovering on the horizon? But 
nothing could have been farther from the truth. 

The brains, creativity and sweat behind Red Hot and 
Blue are not Jon Carlin's alone. For starters, there's Leigh 
Blake, Carlin's British counterpart, and a woman who British 
writer and AIDS activist Simon Witney describes as someone 
who ‘doesn't take any shit." Neither of these individuals dakn 
to be members of the gay community, but both have had 
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firsthand experience dealing with the crisis. For Carlin it was 
through his work, and through a friendship he developed 
with one of his favorite artists, David Wajnarowict 

‘1 started this because of a general feeling of frustra¬ 
tion,* he explains. "My strongest base of identity and social 
activity is in the New York art scene, and people around me 
were just dropping at an unbelievable rate. It was a problem 
that you couldn't run away from." 

Rad Hot and Blue actually goes far beyond the realm of 
most benefits, designed as it is to be a long-range consumer 
event. The entire package includes: a double album of Cole 
Porter’s work performed by artirts as diverse as k.d. lang, 
the Jungle Brothers, Jimmy Somerville and David Byrne, 
with extensive liner notes including an informative statement 
on AIDS by Simon Watney, a 90-minute video program fea¬ 
turing such popular directors as Wtm Wenders and Jim Jar¬ 
musch, and a line of retail clothing designed by Jean-Paul 
Gaultier and Rifat Ozbek, with T-shirts by a number of 
activist artists including Jenny Holzer. Barbara Kruger and 
Gran Fury. Moreover, while all proceeds will go to various 
AIDS organizations, from research organizations arid care 
providers to "grass-roots activist organizations" (referring, it 
is rumored, to ACT UP. though, for the record, the organiz¬ 
ers plan to have a peer-review panel decide where the 


money goes after It is raised}, the project's explicitly stated 
goal is to educate. 

*It is really ground-breaking." confirms Fouratt "It's the 
first time, really, that pop stars, as opposed to classical musi¬ 
cians, Broadway stars or Hollywood actors have gotten 
involved in an AIDS benefit. It’s especially significant to have 
someone like Iggy Pop. I mean, sex drugs and rock ‘n’ roll is 
what he stood for. And so much of what is considered rock 
'n' roll is unsafe.* 

A top priority was to make sure that Red Hot and Blue 
be aesthetically remarkable, which is why, in addition to the 
big names, the event required a reasonably sized produc¬ 
tion budget ($10,000 per song. $40,000 per video—figures 
which will still require most people 

_ involved to pay in rather than get 

paid). As was intended from the start, 
the final project is one that straddles 
the line between entertainment and ait, 
a necessary approach to reach the kind 
of crowd the producers were aiming 
for. The young, mostly heterosexual 
MTV generation Is precisely the group 
being targeted—people that Carlin 
describes as "not easy to reach through 
traditional channels " 

*My feeling all along,' explains Car¬ 
lin, ‘and I may be proven wrong about 
this, is that It’s not just the numbers of 
records sold or the number of people 
watching the TV show. It’s the quality of 
the product. If 20 million people watch 
a show that doesn't have any content, 
its Just another piece of entertainment. 
But if only five million watch, and It 
really says something, then you've 
affected five million people. Certainly. 
Abov* and anyone who really Just wanted to sell

The choice to do a tribute to Cote 
Porter was a decision that allowed lots of room for creative 
approaches. This was particularly true in attracting m usi ci a n s, 
because it gave them a chance to do something different 
from the typical one-shot benefit. In addition, the choice to 
invite well-known filmmakers to direct the videos offered 
these artists the opportunity to work with film directors that 
they've admired for many years. 

Interestingly enough. Carlin and Blake also thtxight that the 
Cole Porter theme would make a potentially controversial pro¬ 
ject easier to sell, likening it to a Trojan Horae, where the radical 



message is cloaked in musk so adored by the establish- 
ment that nobody could say no. But AIDS-phobta, it seems, 
proved much stronger than they anticipated and not so 
easily veiled. 

For starters, despite many months of meeting with CEOs 
of over 75 major international corporations, Red Hot and 
Blue never found a sponsor to help them defray the costs of 
production. Even after Chrysalis signed on as the record 
company handling the project, not a single corporation dared 
to break with the pack by lending even token support to the 
fight against AIDS. Only Entertainment Weekly topped for¬ 
ward, sponsoring a dinner party for Red Hot and Blue in Los 
Angeles that garnered a lot of press. It was an exercise that 
left Blake quite astounded 


rock criticism, British Pop journalists sound jaded at best and 
downright spiteful at worst. 

‘Here in England, a lot of music journalists have 
attacked the actual record, saying that Cole Porter would 
turn in his grave,* explains 'Witney *How the hell do they 
know what Cole Porter would think? I think Cole Porter 
would cheer. As a man facing an epidemic and thinking that 
his music could help raise some money and win over some 
minds, 1 think he’d be absolutely cheering. How can they 
say that you cant tamper with something as sacred as Cole 
Porter? It’s like saying that ytou cant paint a picture la cer¬ 
tain] way because the Sistine Chape) will decompose. That’s 
so absurd It's just lightly veiled homophobia, spoken by 


wc were tumeo down tor 
sponsorship by everyone you 
could imagine. I don’t really 
want to get into names at this 
point—Td lice to get into names 
on Dec. 3, though—because, 
who knows? I’ve still got this 
optimism that maybe someone 
wifi come out of the woodwork, 
what with all the press. But 
essentially we were turned 
down by everyone: sneaker 


and everyone for whom these 
artists’ images were images 
you’d assume that they’d want 
to identify with 

*1 said to them, "You know, 
people with HIV and AIDS 
wear jeans. They wear sneak¬ 
ers. They do everything that 
everybody else does. No thanks 


to you, though.' Their excuses 
were things like, That’s not our 
prime focus for 1990.’ Well, 
their prime focus is bullshit, 
quite hooesdy.* 

At ABC-TV, which had 
bought the rights to air the video 
program In America, network 
execs were saying no to a num¬ 
ber of the more provocative 
(and effective) videos, cutting 
large portions of the original 
program and filling in the gaps 
with their own script. As we go 
to press, nobody working on the 
project seems able—or will¬ 
ing—to say just how similar 
ABCs thaw will be »the original 
(see story on page 41], but 
nobody s harboring any illusions. 

Nor have British musk ail¬ 


ing to Witney Much In keeping 
with the tradition of macho 



male rock critics who are just viseious little shits, really. 
They're only revealing the depths of their own ignorance, 
and they contribute to the ignorance, sadly, because they 
are the gate-keepers to mass culture.’ 

Overall, the album is a wonderful presentation of Cole 
Porter, with styles ranging from Sintad O’Conner’s spine-tin¬ 
gling rendition of "You Do Something to Me* to the apoca¬ 
lyptic spoof of "Well Did You EvahT interpreted by Debbie 
Harry and Iggy Pop. The videos are breathtakingly beautiful, 
with Jean-Baptiste Mondino’s direction of Neneh Cherry in 
Tv* Got You Under My Skin* setting new standards. On the 
other hand, while it is unrealistic to expect that all of the 
songs in this package could be manipulated to give a bla¬ 
tantly AIDS-related message, the videos offered a perfect 
opportunity to contextualize the musk with thoughtful 
imagery that would have carried the theme a little further. 
Some of the artists jumped at the opportunity by including 
sex-positive imagery, documentary footage or simple sloga- 




neering to get the point across. Other videos, however, 
showed absolutely no tie-in with the subject matter, as in 
Jonathan Demme’s work with the Neville Brothers. 

Not surprisingly, two of the most positive and powerful 
videos are from the two rap groups involved: The Jungle 
Brothers video shows teenagers playing with latex and drip¬ 
ping thick, oozing liquids onto various body parts; Neneh 
Cherry's features a group of multiracial and adrogynous 
dancers with messages like *0001 share the needle’ flashed 
onto the screen. Unfortunately, rap artists are in short sup¬ 
ply on Red Hot and Blue, which is sad considering the 
changing face of AIDS. 

•Not that Leigh Blake didn't try,* Fburatt points out. *1 
think she learned a very hard lesson, and the fact that she 
never gave up is to her integrity. I really think that in her 
heart she felt that everyone was going to just fall into line, 
and that it would be a lot of hard work, but that everyone 
was going to help. When she really started doing the work, 
she found people not answering her phone calls.* 

"The main problem with doing (a project like this),* 
explains Blake, *is that you've got to get through the man¬ 
agers, unless you know the artist personally. And I did 
know some of these artists personally. But in a certain sense 
what we found was that some of the other artists that we 
had wanted involved were so unbelievably protected, like 
Michael Jackson, for Instance, that the dialog never really 
got to where it should have * 

When dealing with AIDS there are still many artists 
who shy away—artists who are still concerned, after so 
many deaths (maybe especially so), that participating in 
such a project will taint them in some way. Some even 
worry that they will be perceived as gay, an especially 
annoying problem for those who wish their doset door to 
remain tighdy shut. For others, it may be that AIDS is just 
not cool, or that it doesn’t fit in with a particular artist s 
agenda. Lou Reed, for example, refused to participate

us. The great thing is that in the end we broke their ‘no 
charity 1 policy, and we do have Warner artists." 

And the rumors that Madonna was invited to join the 


project? 

-We wanted Madonna, we didn’t get Madonna, and we 
don't really know why we didn't get her. I think that the 
Madonna thing got caught up in the Iconflict with Warner), you 
see, and that she was being used against her record company* 

Carlin was also frustrated that Red Hot and Blue was not 
able to get more rap artists. "Its a tremendous tribute to the 
Jungle Brothers that they are on this record, because of the 
incredible homophobia in the rap music scene, and the fact 
that safer sex is just not a real cool topic of discussion. I was 
just so pleased about them being on this record because one 
of the hardest things for us was getting African-American 
music on this record. There’s just a hostility toward the issue 
in the community, and there’s no way around it." 

There were also, he confides, certain groups that were 
not invited to participate. "There are no heavy metal acts 
on the record. We went to MTV, and they asked why we 
didn't have Guns ’n’ Roses. And ABC had requested that 
we have Eddie Murphy as the host. Those arc the situations 
where Leigh and I just 
said, ‘Look, those peo¬ 


ple are not appropri¬ 
ate.’ We cannot have 
them on an AIDS bene¬ 
fit because of what 
they've done before. 
They should make 
amends and come 
dean, but they need to 
do it on their own*

aside, there's still a

Warner Brothers originally refused to allow their artists 
to participate in the project at all. Blake confirms that *in the 
early days, Warner Brothers told us that they have a ’no 
charity’ policy across the board. They said they gave mooey 
to charities, and they actually do give a lot of mooey to 
charity. But they were not prepared to release their artists to

share to fighting the AIDS crisis. This is particularly painful in 
light of the vast power pop music has in our culture, since 
music, more than any other medium, manages to touch us 
where it counts: in the heart. 

To say that the producers of Red Hot and Blue have 
been surprised—perhaps even disillusioned—by the difficul¬ 
ties they've encountered would probably be an under-state¬ 
ment. Nevertheless, and against all odds. Leigh Blake. Jon 
Carlin and a host of other concerned people, both inside 
and outside the entertainment Industry, have managed to 
take a giant step forward in the realm of cultural activism. ▼

HOW ABC IS MUZZLING THE MESSAGE 

s the hype piles up around the national network brood- 
cast of the AIDS awareness program Red Hot and Blue, 
It's becoming obvious to both producers and supporters 
of the project that due to entrenched homophobia—cou- 
pled with a fear of right-wing pressure groups—ABC tent 
going to air the program that was originally produced. 

^^^^_The most horrifying of the rumors suggests that the ABC 
version, stripped of most references to sex, drugs and 
any sort of politics, would no longer be an AIDS awareness program at all, and that 
ABC is planning to present it simply as *a tribute to Cole Porter.* 

As Out Week goes to press, the questions remain unanswered Will the video 
program Red Hot and Blue, sold to more than 30 countries around the globe and 
scheduled to be aired on Dec. 1 in this 
country (AIDS Awareness Day) be a differ¬ 
ent program in the US than what is seen 
around the world? And if so, bow different? 

Will the American public see the erotic 
images of two men embracing in Jimmy 
Somerville's video, or hear Neneh Cherry 
advising viewers not to ‘share the needle*? 

And what will happen to the same-sex cou¬ 
ples who are dancing while Sinead O’Con¬ 
ner sings 'You Do Something To Me"? 

Speculation on this topic was so great 
that it inspired a full half-hour discussion on 
a recent airing of the weekly British TV pro¬ 
gram Tbe Media Show. Leaving no rock 
unturned the production crew of Tbe Media 
Show went straight to tbe source. They interviewed three top ABC executives about 
their perceptions of what Red Hot and Blue represented The result is a very frighten¬ 
ing picture of network TV and the 
death grip that it has on our culture. 

ABC executives were quite frank 
about their intentions in airing the 
show. As one exec confirmed “[What 
interested us) was the fact that we 
were going to honor a great American 
composer but do it In a rather unique 
way. I would not have been able to go 
forward and recommend that we do 
this special if I thought that the singular purpose of this event was a fund-raiser for 
AIDS That’s not what this is about.* 

That position in and of Itself would not be so bad—and in fact was precisely

the reaction that RHB's producers expected to get from net¬ 
work TV—had k not been exacerbated by ABCs Department 
of Standards and Practices, the people at ABC who must 
approve all AIDS-related material. Of course, even ABC finds 
a truly ludicrous way to squeeze onto the ‘freedom of 
speech’ bandwagon when they must Justify something con¬ 
troversial. Their ‘ethics expert,* Susan Fu tier man. explains, 
“One of the most important things about any society is that 
you have a free marketplace for ideas, [where a] range of 
ideas are presented.* Yet somehow, allowing artists to talk 
about safer sex doesn't fit in with their concept of freedom. 

*lt is problematic if you have stars as big as these, 
whom people look up to. taking a very particular stand with¬ 
out any chance for any other side to have a rcbuttlc,' Futtcr- 



This would imply, of course, 
that there is a pro-AIDS position, 
or at least an anti-safer sex posi¬ 
tion. When pushed on this point, 
FUtterman seemed surprised. "Of 
course there's an opposing view. 
It's very simple. Don't have sex. 
That's a real opposite view. And 
there are many people who feel 
that in certain situations sex is not 
appropriate, like with unmarried 
people, or young people. There 
are people who subscribe to that, 
and we must respect that those are 
feelings that people have.' 

The night Tbt Media Show 
aired the Red Hot and Blue report 
on Channel Four in England, 
writer and AIDS activist Simon 
Watncy, who has spent a good 
deal of time serving as an advisor 
to the Red Hot and Blue project, 
was stunned. 

‘In other words, what she 
was saying quite dearly was that 
safer sex is not acceptable to net¬ 



work TV for the vast majority of 
American dtlzens. What they're 
doing by rejecting that is to tacitly 
side with unsafe sex.* 

In order to understand how 
ABC can take such a position vis- 
i-vis the AIDS crisis, there are a 
number of factors that must be 
explored. One of the more impor¬ 
tant ones seems to be network 
TVs insistence on kowtowing to 
what they perceive to be the low¬ 
est common denominator—the 
lowest IQ level or the highest 
level of ignorance that can be 
appealed to without losing a lot of 
viewers. Watncy finds this vastly 
different from how TV b treated 
in the rest of the world.

*On British TV—and this a fairly standard of any Euro¬ 
pean channel—it b common to have foreign TV programs. 
You have practically the whole night of it sometimes, like a 
Japanese night, or even a Japanese week, or a Polish week. 

Other countries take it for 
granted that a program shown in the evening on the network 
TV will be seen by a mixed audience of race, dass, age, gen¬ 
der, sexuality and so on, and if people don't like what they're 
watching, they will switch channels or turn the TV off.

There b something perhaps even more eerie going on 
behind this move to censor AIDS information. Network TV, 
instead of existing to reflect our diverse realities, seems to 
actually spend more time attempting to shape reality. With 
thb in mind, one has to wonder if ABC specifically, and 
network TV in general, feel that they can simply wish away

‘In a horrifying way* proclaims Watncy, ‘American TV 
sides with the virus—talking all this sanctimonious cant 
about family values as if every person in the country with 
HIV didn't themselves come from families. What is this imag¬ 
inary family they talk about’ It doesn't exist, except in their 
warped heads.* 

The question, from another angle, is: What would hap¬ 
pen If ABC did air the pro¬ 
gram in its entirety? What 
would happen if a Black 
woman (Neneh Cherry) 
appeared on network TV 
advising people to not 
‘share the needle*? 

‘Frankly, I think noth¬ 
ing would happen,* re¬ 
sponds Watney *1 think that 
the majority of people 
watching American TV 
would be very grateful to 
know that they're watching 
a TV channel which takes 
the epidemic seriously. But 
the fantasy is, of course, 
that they are going to be 
burned down by irate fun- 


The terror of offending 
seems to be largely one of 
projection. Doubtless there 
are many hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of upright fundamen¬ 
tal is Christians in the US, but 
they can turn the channel.* 
Ernest Hardy, a music 
critic based in Los Angeles, 
disagrees. "ABC is in almost a 
no-win situation, because no 
matter what they do, they are 
going to infuriate a very large 
number of people. On the 
one hand, if they present the 
package as intended, with a 
very high level of information 
on AIDS, the right wing is 
going to swoop down on 
them with all daws extended. 
If they don't do this, then gay 
activists and AIDS activists 


will do likewise, because 
this is presumably the 
whole point.* 

The struggle with 
ABC to retain the artistic

one then some people would have expected, particularly 
those who are not American. For British co-producer Leigh 
Blake, the difference in dimate between even Thatchcrite Eng¬ 
land and here has been shocking. lAlmostJ the entire project 
is being run out of Great Britain,* she says, “where what you 
can say and how you can be and the stances you can portray 
are infinitely more real. I'm not saying that it’s perfect over 
there, but certainly, as an artist you can say much, much more. 
So then 11 camel to America, arid I see the unbdievable preju¬ 
dice that goes on in a country where the epidemic is so unbe¬ 
lievably outrageous. And 1 still cant seem to get a grip on it.* 

But most Americans are not a bit surprised about the 
problems ABC has had with Red Hot and Blue After all, this 
is the country where rape and murder are nightly TV fare, but 
where it is forbidden to show, or even to mention, a condom. 

So which aspects of Red Hot and Blue will never see 
the blue light of nighttime TV? One can only speculate, but

certain edits seem inevitable, like Jimmy Somerville’s mildly 
erotic video for the song ‘From This Moment On,' directed 
by Steve McLean. 

"The moment a Black man and a white man start kissing 
and rolling across the screen, you know that this is someone 
who’s not going to be squeezed In between Pepsi and 
McDonald's commercials,’ muses Ernest Hardy. *If that makes 
k onto American TV. hell has frozen over.* 

Another video that will probably be left in its entirety on 
the cutting room floor is ooc by the Jungle Brothers, a piece 
that features young Black dancers playing with latex, intercut 
with chocolate and other gooey liquids being dripped on 
latex-protected body pans. Neneh Cherry's “Share the Needle* 
video, meanwhile, which ABC desperately wants because of 
Cherry’s popularity, will need a lot of work if it is to garner 
the approval of ABCs ‘standards and ethics’ watchdogs. 

Surprisingly, Erasure’s video, which many guessed would 
be the first to go, has been saved at the last minute—at least 
for now. Chock-full of documentary footage of various AIDS- 
related demos, with statistic after statistic superimposed on 
the screen, everyone was certain that this video would be far 
too threatening for a pro-establishment institution like ABC 
But apparently, the producers of Red Hot and Blue got a sur¬ 
prise on this one. 

"We fought very hard for Erasure, and we didn’t think we’d 
win,' explains Leigh Blake. ‘But one of the women at ABC 
insisted that it stay in. I was shocked. They asked for some 
changes to be made, and for some of the slogans to be verified 
with the CDC, which you would expect, but in the main it 
stunned me. The whole video is fill of ACT UP footage * 

The one bfc of irony in all of this is the led. lang video, 
which has many advance viewers silently chuckling. On first 
view it appears that lang and director Percy Adkxi made a 
genuinely wholesome video for the song “So In Love*—and 
in fact they have. But one must assume that the ABC execs 
didn’t quite get it when they saw lang. depicted washing 
clothes for a loved one who is sick, lean over to sniff the 
woman’s nightie just hung to dry! Lesbians and AIDS on net¬ 
work TV? That will certainly be a first 

Perhaps the biggest question raised around the scandal 
with ABC is: How much can the producers compromise 
before the show isn’t worth airing? Most agree that no matter 
how many changes occur, getting the show on network TV is 
better than giving up and going home. Besides, the rumor on 
(he street is that, while nobody would dare jeopardize the air¬ 
ing of the program on Dec. 1, Dec. 3 will be judgment day at 
the offices of ABC In the meantime, the producers can only 
fight for the best show they can get. 

‘I want the program to go out in America,* states VFai- 
ney, ‘and I want it to be complete. If they decide to cut 
things. I've got no control over (hat. And after it goes out in 
America, if it’s being censored, then I hope the roof will go 
off. I hope ACT UP/LA will be there smashing windows. And 
I hope Liz Taylor puts the fear of God in those people. I 
understand she’s hopping mad/V

Going to Tower to buy the lat¬ 
est Edie Brickell isn't record shop¬ 
ping. it's commodity consumption. 
Record shopping can be much, 
much more than that. For some 
people, it is an enlightening expe¬ 
rience (meet snotty salesper¬ 
sons!), for others, it is the quest 
for a hofy object (*l‘ve been look¬ 
ing for this single for 20 years 
now!") or a time-consuming affair 
("I’ve been here for three hours, 
and I haven't reached the R's 
yet'). And finally there are those 
for whom record shopping can be 
a source of discord ("Sorry, honey. 
I spent the rent on a Mission of 
Burma bootleg"). The New York 
area has a record store for every 
taste: There are shops specializ¬ 
ing in reggae, jazz. soca. country 
music, movie sou rtf tracks 
and—for all we know—Gregorian 
plainchant. Here's where we feed 
our obsessions:

EXCHANGE

If the sight of a J. Crew cata¬ 
log come to life doesn't make you 
gag. the trip to Princeton is well 
worth it. for indeed this quiet 
bourgeois town is the home of the 
Princeton Record Exchange. The 
store stocks new releases, but 
don't think of buying anything 
new here, because first, the 
selection isn't that great, and sec¬ 
ond. these rats sell at list price: A 
new LP will cost $9.99, as 
opposed to $6.99 at Sounds in 
New York. What makes PRE 
unique is their amazing collection 
of used vinyl; it's the Strand of 
record stores. If you're looking for 
weird novelty records to spice up 
your parties, this is the place. If 
you want the Velvet Underground 
you never got around to buying, 
you’ll find it here. Petula Clark 
singing in French on a Japanese 
label? No problem The sound¬ 
track to South Pacific? You'll have 
to choose among four different 
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versions. My mom discovered 
hard-to-find Glenn Gould record¬ 
ings. while I bought a live Ike and 
Tina Turner. A few records sport a 
$40 tag, but the majority of the 
used section is priced between 
$1.99 and $3.99. and in three 
years of active shopping there. I 
never bought a skipping record. 
You can sell your old junk, only to 
replace it with different junk. Who 
would have thought heaven was 
in New Jersey?

New York used to have three 
great places to buy totally 
obscure experimental new music, 
two of which sponsored in-store 
live performances Those were 
the days. In the last year, Genera¬ 
tor and the New Music Distribu¬ 
tion Service have both gone 
under. NMDS. especially, is a 
huge loss: They used to put out 
an informative, funny catalog from 


which I first learned about Laurie 
Anderson. John Zorn. John Cage 
and Robert Ashley, back in lonely 
Ohio Whew no record stores grew. 
Rumor has it that NMDS is reorga¬ 
nizing. but until it does, visit Lunch 
for Your Ears for the latest in 20th- 
century art music, be it electronic 
music you cant dance to. repeti¬ 
tive music for people enthralled by 
crystals or anarchic music with no 
electric guitars. Lunch for Your 
Ears is open fewer, and less pre¬ 
dictable, hours lately and seems 
to have stopped offering live 
music (there never was enough 
room in there anyhow). If you can 
catch them when they’re open, 
this is the place to buy music by 
the sort of people who later 
appear at the Next Wave Festival, 
allowing you to say that you knew 
of them before they got famous.

Located a couple of blocks 
from the PATH station. Pier Platter 
is a two-headed monster whose 


sole purpose is to suck off your 
last cent. Pier Platter caters to a 
clientele of cool Hobokenites and 
New Yorkers so addicted that 
they are ready to cross the state 
lines to get their fix. The 1st Street 
store stocks used records, locat¬ 
ed in the bins directly to your right 
when you enter, including practi¬ 
cally new preview disks that some 
jaded rock critic ignored. If CDs 
are your thing, that's also where 
they are. new and used alike. The 
Newark Street branch has the 
best collection of 7-inch singles in 
the New York area. The latest sub¬ 
pop releases are there, as well as 
British imports and tons of hard- 
to-find items on brightly colored 
vinyl. Pier Platter is also the only 
store I know to have separate 
bins for imports from the 
Antipodes: Yep. you’ll find the 


entire catalog of Australian 
grunge masters Lubricated Goat 
here as well as many items from 
the crucial New Zealand label Fly¬ 
ing Nun. The selection of domes¬ 
tic independent releases is out¬ 
standing. although I wouldn't mind 
more British albums and CDs. Pre¬ 
recorded tapes? Forget it, unless 
you’re looking for independent 
ones made on a shoestring bud¬ 
get in Nebraska. Newark Street 
has a small mainstream selection 
for decent prices, although you 
don't go to Pier Platter to buy a 
Vanilla Ice record

Brooklyn’s Fifth Avenue could 
have been the model for the UN 
or. for that matter. Sesame Street. 
Karate dojos. Afrocentric clothing 
boutiques. Irish bars. Greek 
Orthodox churches, Caribbean 
restaurants, Italian bakeries. 
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Spanish-speaking Pentecostal 
tabernacles and Polish botchers 
co-exist peacefully, shoulder to 
shoulder with doughnut shops 
and discount stores of no particu¬ 
lar ethnicity (unless wicker con¬ 
notes regional origin). Amidst all 
this harmony, musical choices sig¬ 
nify difference as cumbla blares 
from passing vans, guys on the 
corners mark the space with loud¬ 
er dance beats, and sweet choral 
singing sneaks through open 
church doors into the street. Fortu¬ 
nately. local record shops keep 
everyone happy. Jesus Ortiz has 
sounds from all over the 
Caribbean and Latin America, 
from merengue to tango, along 
with magazines and comics en. 
espanoi. Unlike the local bode¬ 
gas—which also carry bargain 
tapes of Latin music—the staff at 
Jesus Ortiz will sometimes let you 
listen to your prospective purchas¬ 
es, which more than makes up for 
the slightly higher prices. Anyway, 
the prices here are still lower than 
at New York* most picturesque 
Latin music spot, that odd-little 
corner in the middle of the Times 
Square subway station. 

A more eclectic, and aston¬ 
ishingly cheap, selection can be 
found down the block at the 
Record and Tape Center. They too 
carry a selection of new Latin 
music, as well as heavy metal 
CDs (check out the Queensryche 
poster in the front window) and 
rap 12-inches. But mostly this tiny 
storefront is where the neighbors 
carry their records when they get 
tired of them. There is used 
everything here, in no particular 
order. Management has them 
divided into eccentric categories: 
old, South American, piano, jazz, 
male singers, bargain!!!, singles, 
dance. And there* no predicting 
what will turn up in any given milk 
crate on any given day. despite 
the labels. You can spend hours 
here, emerge covered with dust 
clutching three Miles Davis sides 
and a Chistes de Certifies tape 
and pay less than for a plate of 
mofungo costs at the sequin- 
splattered Dominican restaurant 
down the street. Save enough for 


the mofungo. though, because 
after an experience like that, you'll 
need to restore your strength.

enywhere in NYC. 

The bad news is that the grow¬ 
ing numbers of street vendors 
(members of what economists call 
"the informal sector") are living 
proof that New York has joined the 
Third World. The good news is that 
you can buy just about any kind of 
music you want on our streets. We 
suggest that you avoid the tables 
full of plastic-wrapped tapes of 
popular new music: They are 
almost certainly illegal copies of 
inferior quality, and the profit goes 
to well-organized crime. We prefer 
to support less-well-organized 
criminals by browsing through the 
piles of possibly stolen goods that 
people sell around Astor Place, on 
Seventh Avenue in Brooklyn and 
just about anywhere else. There’s 
no knowing what can be found: A 


friend of ours once got Television* 
"Little Johnny Jewel" single for a 
dollar (worth almost a hundred 
times that), and then there was the 
time a friendship was almost shat¬ 
tered when Madame X grabbed a 
Disco Tex and the Sex-o-letters 
album before Anne got to it. That 
weasel! 

And then there are the home¬ 
made dance mix tapes people sell 
from card tables along lower 
Broadway. Sometimes these can 
be nothing new. sometimes they 
can be hotter than anything last 
night* deejay put together—it all 
depends on the creativity of the 
tape-maker. They’ll play them for 
you if you ask. This is the perfect 
solution for those too downtown-ori¬ 
ented to go all the way to 42nd 
Street for Downtown records (our 
favorite dance music store) or any¬ 
one who wants a no-fuss sound¬ 
track for a Christmas party, a winter 
solstice party or the Walkman party 
between your ears. *

At the Greenwich Avenue I'-ea 

market near Charles §treot, a 
large number of local craftspeo¬ 
ple, many from the Thirc World, 
sell their own artifacts, clothing, 
art, jewelry and othe r wares, often 
at enticingly low prices 

One extraordinary 'artist there 
iSMlm Cieves, who makes beauti- 
ful^ndcrafted clank books 
cal ed journals, perfect for 
diaries/pcwms and queer love 
letters. Using a process he devel¬ 
oped himself. Tim stamps 
designs, some geometric, some 
representational, onto copper 
plates. He then oxidizes the 
depressions around the designs, 
leaving the patterns a golden 
coppery color surrounded by 
light mossy green. These plates 
become the covers of his jour¬ 
nals. which he binds with kid-skin 
leather spines to create unique, 
practical, extremely beautiful gifts 
which amazingly co9t $10 and 
$15, depending on size. Tim, who 
is almost always at the Green¬ 
wich flea market, will even cus¬ 
tom make a cover book design to 
your order. He also creates 
exquisite stand-up picture 
frames, also of copper. He can

Lubna. an talented African- 
American craftswoman from New 
Jersey who's often at the Green¬ 
wich flea market, sells a wide 
selection of her own handcrafted 
jewelry and artifacts for under 
$20. Particularly striking are her 
delicate porcelain dolls repre¬ 
senting Black children, for under

By patronizing the thousands 


of local craftspeople like Lubna 
and Tim. you can encourage cot¬ 
tage industries and help individu¬ 
als who buck the system of mass 
production and exploitation. And 
you can pick up some great gifts 
at prices you'll never see at 
Macyis or the mall. 

Just up Greenwich Avenue 
from the flea market is a little shop 
of Third World holiday ornaments. 
The name Be Seated, Inc., Is left 
over from the days when this 30- 
year-old shop sold chairs. But 
today it sells Incredibly twisted, 
gnarled baskets made of wood 
and fibers, most for under $25, 
and a huge selection of holiday 
ornaments from all over the world. 

Jean Koefoed. the owner, 
says that perhaps her most popu¬ 
lar ornaments are the Balinese 
painted wood angels for $13. But 
she has terrific tree trimmings for 
much less, Including many peo- 
ple-of-color ornaments: African 
Santas at $4.50. clay angels from 
Mexico, Thai shadow puppets at 
$8.50, Native American figurines 
and black •minis’ for less than 
$5. 

Perhaps JeenYs most dramatic 
and political wares are the "Day of 
the Dead' dioramas from Mexico, 
little painted wooden boxes just a 
few inches across containing 
scenes inhabited by tiny clay skele¬ 
ton figurines. Crafted for the Mexi¬ 
can holiday of the dead in early 
November, these collectable arti¬ 
facts often depict views that protest 
the political state of repression and 
poverty in Mexico. But just as often 
they can be whimsical, sarcastic or 
erotic. They go for $7 to $16, 
depending on size.

10th Street are all terrific places 
to part with those holiday bucks. 

Oscar Wilde, the city's oldest 
lesbian and gay bookstore, has a 
great selection of books, but it's 
also particularly well-stocked with 
gay odds and ends. Small items 
of jewelry—pink triangle pins, 
lambdas, dyke symbols, pen¬ 
dants and earrings—are all less 
than $20. They also have a large 
selection of rainbow flags for 
under $25, queer posters at $5 to 
$8, cassettes of gay and lesbian 
artists for $8.75 and activist T- 
shirts at $11 (a portion of which 
goes to the organization that 
made the shirt). Oscar Wilde Is at 
15 Christopher St 

A Different Light Bookstore 
has fewer odds and ends than 
Oscar Wilde, but its larger space 
accomodates more books It is. in 
fact, one of the largest lesbian 
and gay bookstores in the coun¬ 
try and worth a browse at any 
season. In addition to fiction and 
nonfiction, whole sections are 
devoted to psychology, religion, 
erotica, history, photography. 
AIDS and on and on. A half-hour 
spent at A Different Light is an 
education in the vast body of lit¬ 
erature that has grown up around 
our issues in recent years, and 
something enlightening or enter¬ 
taining can be found here for just 
about anyone on your list. 

A Different Light, at 548 Hud¬ 
son St., also has a great supply 
of posters, tapes, albums, CDs. 
and T-shirts. 

Of course, if you want to give 
a holiday gift that really embodies 
the activist spirit, perhaps the 
best buy of all is to donate money 
in a friend's name to the lesbian, 
gay or AIDS organization of your 
choice.

gift guide recipes 

holiday gingerbread queers 



BY BECKY 

Makes about eight 5- 
inch-long fat queers or 
16 thinner ones. 

Blend until creamy: 

1/4 cup butter 
1/2 cup brown sugar 
Beat in: 

1/2 cup dark molasses 
Sift: 

3 1/2 cups all-purpose flour 
Resift with: 

1 teaspoon baking soda 
1/4 teaspoon ground cloves 
1/2 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 teaspoon ginger 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
Add the sifted ingredients to the 
butter mixture in about three 
parts alternately with: 

1/3 cup water 

You may have to work in the last 
of the flour mixture with your 
hands. If you want cookies that 
look like queers, roll the dough 
to any thickness you like. A good 
way to do this is by greasing the 
bottom of a baking sheet and 
rolling the dough directly onto it. 
Now cut out your figures by 
making a pattern of your own, as 
follows: 

Fold a square of stiff paper or 
light cardboard in half 
lengthwise and cut it into the 
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desired shape. Unfold it and you 
have a symmetrical pattern. 
Grease or flour one side of the 
pattern and place it on the rolled 
dough. Cut around the outlines 
with a sharp knife. Remove the 
scraps of dough between the 
figures, using them to make 
more queers. Decorate before 
baking with small raisins, bits of 
candied cherry, redhots, etc. 
(and if you find pink triangle 
decorettes, call me). The queers 
may receive further decorating 
as described later. 

Bake the queers for about 8 
minutes or longer according to 
their thickness. Test for 
doneness by pressing the 
dough with your finger. If it 
springs back after pressing, the 
Gingerbread Nation is ready to 
be cooled on a rack. Stir in a 
small bowl, to make a paste: 
1/4 cup confectioners sugar 
a few drops of water 
Add colors to this with nontoxic 
vegetable color. Make as many 
colors and be as creative as you 
want. Apply the icing with 
toothpicks or small paint 
brushes for additional garnishes, 
caps, hair, mustaches, belt, 
boots or whatever your queer 
heart desires * 
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I was sent on a journey by ocher people 
who provided me with instructions which 
could not be followed in order to receive a 
message of unstated importance to the commu¬ 
nity which was not obtained from a person 
who was not any of the many things he 
claimed to be (not the least of which was my 
friend). And from the moment the connection 
failed, I ceased to be known even as 'Mr 
Julian's friend' at that hotel in the West. From 
the moment the connection failed (was 
doomed, one might contend, to fail), I ceased, 
in fact, to be a guest at that hotel in the West 
Before the day was out, my bags were collect¬ 
ed, and 1 was peremptorily dispatched on a 
nonstop, eastbound flight to La Guard u 

Stated differently, a claim of friendship 
was made and was used to induce me to make a trip which 
may or may not have cost me a great deal of my time. But 
the claim was never in any way substantiated, and the time 
was not in any way compensated. There was, as far as I was 
able to tell, no Julian, no message. 

1 would, of course, be satisfied, I think, to dismiss the 
entire experience as yet another peculiar lacuna in a life 
increasingly marked by memory lapses and inexplicable dis¬ 
locations. 1 would, of course, be satisfied, I know, to attribute 
my recollection of the journey just post to a synergism of sev¬ 
eral medications, none of which has been heretofore noted 
for hallucinogenic properties. (Now that would be some 
swell thing: the first documented 'Prozac trip*! Unfortunately, 
recent medical findings indicate as more likely the possible 
occurrence of a Prozac-induced homicidal episode—which 
should further open up that discussion about the wisdom of, 
and necessity for, taking up arms. Of course, the potential 
'Prozac defense' might present a snappy, contemporary 
alternative to the infamous Twinkie defense.' That discus¬ 
sion, however, belongs to another column—probably Art 
Leonard's.) If a facile, though not altogether satisfactory, 
explanation sufficed—and for a great many people it appar¬ 
ently would—I could, as I ooce hoped, simply sit down at 
my desk and resume my activities right from that point 
where they were strangely suspended. 

Like lines on a discrete graph, however, the points just 
don't match up, and no matter how much one might wish, 
the formula forbids it This was not just a bad dream. Some¬ 
thing did. in fact, happen out there at that hotel in the West, 
some affable message was tacitly imparted, and I was 
touched in some indefinable, irreversible way. 

The quality and depth of the politics evolving from a 
group,* wrote Adrienne Rich, 'depends in very large pari on 
their understanding of honor.’ At every step along the 
way—aboard the train, in my room in the hotel, even at the 


boarding gate of the airport—the hope 
remained alive. A friend would meet me. 
An important message would be impart¬ 
ed. Right up until that last frightful 
moment when the final boarding call 
was given, it was still possible to 
believe—and I wanted so desperately to 
believe. Immediately afterwards, that 
possibility was gone, 

The subsequent feeling extends far 
beyond mere disappointment. There 
were people quite willing to make 
claims that engaged expectations, to 
spend somebody else’s good faith and 
time (the most precious and least renew¬ 
able of our resources) with no real 
intention of delivering on those promis¬ 
es. Julian's underlying message, delivered by negative exam¬ 
ple, would seem to be this: Deceit remains the coin of the 
realm, so all good faith is misplaced and the instructions 
should not be followed. I’m hard-pressed to find a counter¬ 
example which would refute the conclusion. Frankly, I'd 
have preferred to receive this knowledge more directly and 
at less cost, but then again, 1 come from a people who were 
destined to buy reuil Y

overblowing the epidemic as well as the negligent response 
to it by the government and others. Constructive criticism is 
healthy, you may say. But this was hardly that. 

The reviewer making the charges was none other than 
Michael Fumento, the laughingstock of the medical communi¬ 
ty and the author of Tbe Myth of Heterosexual AIDS, a book 
which was universally panned last year when it was pub¬ 
lished, sold zip at the bookstalls and trade its writer look like 
a baboon. His book, in addition to being racist (what 
mytbH —most cases of AIDS in New York City right now arc 
among heterosexuals, who happen to be Black and Latino) 
and homophobic (titling the book as such is dearly seif-serv¬ 
ing and hcterooeiuric and suggests that ’homosexual AIDS* 
dosen't really matter), was riddled with Inaccuracies, dubious 
statistics and an abundance of right-wing propaganda.

Infernal

In May of thU year, Franklin 
Purnaoe became the fir* real casualty 
in the battle over government funding 
for the arts. While this veteran space 
for experimental art in New York Gty 
will continue to do visual art exhibi¬ 
tions on ks ground floor, the mysteri¬ 
ous black hole of a basement where 
many performers first stepped on a 
stage is dosed forever. As die fickle 
mainstream media loses Interest in the 
NEA crisis, one is left to wonder if the 
arts community is prepared to help one 
of Its own. 

Franklin Furnace has always 
seemed like a legacy from more radical 
times with ks focus on "book art* and 
willingness to engage unknown per¬ 
formers from across the country. Some¬ 
times it seems as if the performance 
soene is a great Lazy Susan and if one 
misses a performance, one need only 
wait a week to see the same performers 
come around again and again. Yet 
Pranklin Pumace booked without regard 
to gender, race or sexual preference long 
before any of these categories became 
flavor of the month. The simple fret was 
that the Pumace didn't care if only two 
people came to sk on the wildly uncom¬ 
fortable folding chairs In the forbidding 
basement painted black. Simply being 
there constituted a success. 

Martha Wilson, the founder and 
director of the Furnace, is ooe of the 
true heroes of this crisis as she contin¬ 
ues to fight for a space below Canal 
Street where 'otherness’ is a fact of 
life. On this day, her wild red hair bobs 
about as she digs through piles of 
creepy letters from the NEA, the Gener¬ 
al Accounting Office snd the beast him¬ 
self, Jesse Helms. 


Patrick Moore: What's the cur¬ 
rent status of Pranklin Pumace? 

Martha Wilson: It's like Charles 
Dickens said. It's the best of times 
and the wont of tiroes.' There's all this 
publicity, all this focus on Franklin Pur- 
nace as the Devil incarnate because it's 
showing Karen Finley and these other 
bad artists like Prank Moore and Johan¬ 
na Whent. That’s very good. ThU 


scrutiny U good 
because that is indeed 
whit we do, and I 
would rather die than 
not ahow these artists. 

It says what the 
avant-garde does mat¬ 
ters—like It did in 
Eastern Europe. They 
weren't allowed to do 
anything because the 
government knew th a t 
artists can embody dis¬ 
sent, and that’s their 
Job, and the govern¬ 
ment didn’t want that 
dissent. Well, if thU 
country is now damp¬ 
ing down on the artist, 
then that means the 
artist matters, and the 
government is afraid of 
the dialog that’s been 
started. So it's not the 
wont of tiroes from a 
political standpoint at 
all—it’s the best of 
times In that the issues 
get aired. 

On the other 
hand, publicity is not 
the same as money. 
Somebody in the press 
conference at the 
Public Theater asked 
Karen Finley, *Why do 
you need grant money 
when Tbe New York 



Times is writing articles 
about you?* And, of 
course, you can’t pay 
the rent with a New York Times article. 
Franklin Furnace is on the same 
ephemeral financial basis that it’s 
always been. It depends on grants, 
which are not very plentiful, the good 
will of artists and a lot of spit. 

Our basement performance space 
Is closed so we’ve suited to look 
around for other venues for our pro¬ 
grams We’ve already got the grants, so 
we’re going to go to Judson Memorial 
Church, which Is where the artists of the 
■60s performed nude all those years ago.

artists so that they could put up their 
work, and as long as I'm able to do 
that, I don't have any moral qualms 
about signing it. These people are 
doing art, not obscenity—there's a dif¬ 
ference. Now the onus of responsibility 
is on the government to prove the art is 
obscene and put me in fail and not 
fund Franklin Furnace for three years. 
Fine, I'd much rather have it that way 
than buy into this idea that there is 
obscene art and not give the artists 
money so that they can make work. 
That would be much worse 

PM: But there is a real character to 
your performance space. That base¬ 
ment is very evocative. 

MW: It's very nice Judson is not 
intimate at all. but I'm confident that 
the artists can rise to the challenge. 

PM: As far as your basement dos¬ 
ing, that was officially a city building- 
code violation, but it's generally 
accepted that it had a lot to do with 
the NEA crisis. 

MW: At the time, it was a very dif¬ 
ficult call. The Karen Finley show 
opened, and that night at 11:00 the fire 
department arrived because they had 
received an anonymous call saying we 
were an illegal social dub. The person 
that called knew that this was the easi¬ 
est way to get Franklin Furnace in the 
deepest possible shit. If the city is 
involved, it's the end of that space. 

PM: So you will still get the federal 
money? 

MW: I've got it We were asked to 
supply them with the derails of what 
the artists were going to do neat year, 
and we did, with the goal of getting the 
money, doing that art and letting them 
tty to prosecute 

PM: What about corporate money? 

MW: It's much harder to get 
because they’re afraid of the stockhold¬ 
ers. The other thing that's going on is 
that there are other things going on out 
there, like AIDS and homelessness, 
which are very urgent, and some corpo¬ 
rations are trying to deal with these 
problems. Foundations, though, have 
come to us and said, "I know you're in 
trouble, and what can we do?* 

PM: With the protests which have 
happened around the NEA situation, 
my feeling is that the arts community is 
using pretty lame tactics. Don't you 
think it looks like we don't want to win 
very badly? 

MW: Whereas ACT UP is willing to 


put their lives on the line? I admire that 
very much. The rap that IVe been get¬ 
ting from arts lobbyists is that you can't 
let the artists talk because they don't 
get the facts straight. Then I saw Reno 
one time pitching to television, and 
she didn't have her facts straight, and it 
didn't matter at all. That passion. I've 
seen administrators talking, getting 
their facts straight, and we were losing 
points. It doesn't really matter what the 
arts community is doing as long as 
they're making this cacophonous noise. 


It’s all equally fine in my opinion, and 
it can’t be controlled. The community 
Is galvanized. 

PM: But I feel that artists and 
administrators have tended to work 
within the system rather than just drop¬ 
ping the system and going for public 

MW: That’s right, at least in terms 
of institutions. From a bureaucratic 
standpoint, it’s not in their best interests 
to run amok, because there’s another 


Did You Evah? 

Listening to Co/e Porter 


by Em«st Hardy 

It’s been assumed that the works of 
Cole Porter were chosen as the founda¬ 
tion for the AIDS education and fund¬ 
raising project Red Hot and Blue (see 
article page M) because be was gay. 
That's not entirely true. The ideas for an 
AIDS awareness project and a tribute to 
Cole Porter came independently of one 
another to John Carlin, the New 
York-hosed lawyer who came up with 
the idea for Red Hot and Blue. Once 
merged, however, the songs took on 
new dimensions in light of their new 
context, and Porter’s sexuality, which 
previously surfaced in his work mainly 
as gay inside-jokes cleverly couched in 
wit. rose to the surface. 

Though the notion of a "gay sensi¬ 
bility* is still an issue for debate (as is 
the question of there being a single gay 
sensibility), let's assume for the sake erf 
this article that there is definitely such a 
thing, and that it runs through Porter’s 
work, and that at the core of that sensi¬ 
bility is a doubleness, where contradic¬ 
tions and contrasts slide easily over and 
through ooe another. What you find in 
Porter's work is the feeling of heart- 
wrenching loss alongside the experience 
of new discoveries, the exploration of 
bottomless sadness next to near-inde¬ 
scribable joy; the feeling of being utterly 
alone and deserted, and the thrill of 
being the center of the universe (usually 
your Inver’s, to be 
exact); sparkling wit 
and near-unbearable 
self-pity; fierce intelli¬ 
gence and a wink with 
the double entendre. 


It’s the sense of being the eternal out¬ 
sider, but having the sharpest eye in the 
room, chronicling derails that others 
miss or are simply oblivious to—know¬ 
ing the pain that love can bring, and 
how bittersweet sadness can be. Listen¬ 
ing to Porter's work, what’s astonishing 
is not only how fresh it still sounds 
(even those works that haven't been 
radically reinterpreted) or the universal¬ 
ity and sophistication of the themes. 
What's most remarkable is how incredi¬ 
bly gay his work is, and how it still res¬ 
onates with power and insight into the 
gay and lesbian experience. 

Though Cole Porter's sexuality is 
obviously not the dominant factor in 
the Red Hot and Blue project, John 
Carlin himself has revealed why it is 
important, somewhere along the line, 
to have someone step up and remind 
Mr. and Mrs. America, while they 
watch the TV show or listen to the CD, 
that Porter was a gay man and how 
that informed his work. 

"You have these very simple songs,* 
begins Carlin, That on one level people 
find very easy and enjoyable and lov¬ 
able, but they also sustain more intellec¬ 
tual sautiny .If you look very dosdy at 
the lyrics, there are very definitely some 
inside gay jokes in the music. There’s no 
doubt about that It's good to know that 
he was a homosexual, both because it 
adds a dimension to 
die work, and because it 
lets gay people know 
about their tradition 
and heritage, and th* 
they’re not alone.’W

Last year, David Vfojnaruwicz wrote 
an essay for the catalog of the Artist's 
Space show WUntssts Against Our 
Vanishing that was critical of Cardinal 
John O'Connor This mix of politics and 
art was the impetus lor the cancellation 
of the exhibition's funding by the NEA 
The ensuing uproar galvanized the art 
world. On tin; night of the show* open¬ 
ing, the street outside the gallery was 
dogged w<h protestors and the curious. 
Though the grant was restored, the 
debate continues. This controversy was 
followed by Wtofnarowicz's copyright 
infringement suit against the Rev Vftld- 
mon of the American Family Associa 
tion, who mutilated the catalog of his 
retrospective. Tongues of Flame, in his 
attack on the funding of allegedly 
obscene art by the NEA While the suit 
was successful, Wojnarowicz was 
awarded only $1 in damages 

Two days after Jesse Helms won 
Senate reclcction. I met with David Wb|- 
narowicz m his loft We sat at a table 
piled high with papers and surrounded 
by electric heaters (the landlord had not 
yet turned on the heat) We talked about 
his current show at PFQW, which con 
sets ot photographs and four large paint¬ 
ings of flowers inset with black and 
white images and puidies of text This 
new work has a lean, pared-down feel, 
covering a range of themes and emo¬ 
tions. anger being just one 

David Wojnarowicz: The work is 
kind of sinpped down, more introspec¬ 
tive. more about the subvocal voice or 
voice in isolation Even though it 
seemed like it was a public year in terms 
of thinjp that were going on in my life. I 
was pretty isolated, and part of that was 
just to try to deal with everything that 
was going on as well as to go through 
my personal life. 

I wanted to do work for this show 
that didn't immediately go toward what 
was expected ot me in tcims ot this 
‘public' rote- Anti also deal with some¬ 
thing that's pretty taboo in both the 
ait—and, at times, the activist—world 
And deal with emotional things. There 


was a whole range of tilings I wanted to 
deal with in that 

There's also a lot of connections to 
childhood and what I grew up in—these 
semirural areas in New Jersey where I 
spent all my time, which was, again, 
pretty isolated Out in the woods was 
the only respite from a violent child¬ 
hood, so (this work] was a chance to 
examine all tixjse things in die past and 
also deal with the feelings of mortality, 
deal with things about illness and loss 

The show is about very quiet, sim¬ 
ple human things that arc at times 
almost funny or silly. I wanted to let my 
humor come through It may be a dark 
humor, but I do have it. 

John Donahue: Like the Jesse 
Helms bug. 

DW: Absolutely. I'd like to do a 
whole encyclopedia of politicians or 
people who have been responsible for 
the AIDS crisis. It wouldn't be hard. 

JD: Though never-ending. 

DW: A 20-volume set 

JI>. Many of the photographs in the 
show are of specimen jars containing 
small reptiles In the lower comers of the 
photos are a few lines of text that 
obliquely refer to the image. 

DW: 1 wanted to deal with death on 
a whole variety of levels What it is for 
somebody to look at a biology speci¬ 
men—all these things about echoes of 
science or medicine—but really, essen¬ 
tially. looking at a dead animal and. 
whatever people's reaction to death on 
any level -whether it is human, animal 
ot whatever—to allow that to open up, 
and then when they read that little 
statement, that slips in. I don't know if 
people dose down in hunt of images of 
death, or certain parts of their minds 
open up. 

Jib The specimens were pickled. 
They were dead, but they were also 
gruesome, the way sonic of 
them floated upside down in 
their jar 

DW: I thought the speci¬ 
mens were really beautiful 
when I first saw them. I was 


out in Illinois, and that’s where I took 
the picTures at the beginning of this year, 
when that retrospective opened up. I 
had a hard time gening permission to 
photograph them. Basically, they had to 
make me swear I wasn't doing it for an 
animal activist group. 

I want to examine various forms of 
evidence or death or life that's con¬ 
tained in something. You know there 
are echoes of metaphors, like birth, 
something that contains a life or some¬ 
thing that has a possibility of life, some¬ 
thing in a liquid, something contained 
And there are things from travels. The 
rare times lYe Just been "in the coun¬ 
try." I always start doing what 1 did as a 
kid, which was to look for signs of life 
and document it 

Most of my photographs have 
always been like journals. I've tons of 
negatives of things that are comforting to 
have or to have die evidence of them, 
but there's never been a place to use 
them. In the show. I felt I could Anally 
start looking at these things. 

JI>: The title of the show In ibe 
Garden made me think of Eden, and the 
work appeared like fragments of it. 

DW: I always have the feeling when 
I'm in a quiet place like the forest that I 
never believe it or trust it. Yeah. I know 
I'm there, and I can look at this land¬ 
scape, but just over the hill is the city, 
and in the city are all these things dial 
I've witnessed or know exist there That's 
why I never painted things like that, or if 
I did, they had to be in total chaos, 
'cause they had to involve what's around 
them. In the flower pictures I was trying 
to paint these totally seductive things I 
was trying to create an image that on fust 
trading for people was like, "Ob. what a 
beautiful thing," and as they got closer 
the photographs become more evident, 
and as they got closer the words become 
more evident, and it speaks 
about a whole variety of chinjp 
The thing I've always tried 
to do in my writing and every¬ 
thing else is to lay it all on the 
table and look at it. I mean 





everything: the parts of myself that aren’t 
that comfortable, the things that are diffi¬ 
cult to resolve 

I feel pretty vulnerable with this 
show ‘cause I stayed away fronf all the 
things I felt would have been very sup¬ 
ported had I done them. I'm capable of 
those things, and they’re not things I'm 
abandoning. But if I feel pressure that 
this isn't what I’m supposed to be doing. 
Ill probably end up doing «. 

JT>. Sex is an important part of your 
work, the spark that sets it all off. One of 
the texts on a Bower painting reads. "I 
was afraid the intensity of my sexual fan¬ 
tasies would become strangely audible.* 
You go on to compote it to a car crash. 

DW: There’s an energy in sexuality, 
especially in sexuality I explored grow¬ 
ing up. I was sexually active from age- 
eight or nine and hustling around that 
time. There's a tremendous emotional 
range of things I remember from sex as a 
kid. Some painful things 

Sex was a place I could always get 
lost in, shed the weight of my body or 
skin or the pressures of what I was living 


in. There was a safety and a warmth 
when I was in the midst of sexual activi¬ 
ty. I felt completely sure and safe. It 
didn't matter if I was sleeping with a 3S- 
year-old guy, and I was only nine I felt I 
could handle myself Leaving the hotel or 
apartment. I was suddenly terrified, and 
it was more what I knew existed outside 
I was an avid reader. 1 knew about shock 
treatments, I knew about drug treatment. 
I was terrified about being institutional¬ 
ized. I didn't know if my family would 
do (hat or not. 1 had a vague feeling they 
would. So I was under an incredible 
amount of stress as a sexually active kid.

DW: 1 remember when I was in my 
teens and hustling—it didn't matter what 
the body looked like in terms of the per¬ 
son I was just picked up by. I always 
had an erection, There was something 
about nakedness that was very exciting 
to me. I remember I was 17.1 got picked 
up by a guy in his late 40 b, early 90s. He 
had a very intense body, just gotten out 
of prison, had been there for years and 
years. He took me to his hotel, and we 
started getting undressed, and he turned 
to me and said: 'You know, if you lose 
your hard-on because of what I look 
lire, I won't be mad.

JD: What I like about your work are

DW: IVe always been interested in 
the thing that looks attractive but then 
starts smelling as you get denser h’s like 
that illusion of seduction Because that’s 
when I always see behind everything—I 
see there's this surface image, then I 
have a sense of what's underneath, the 
structure—same thing in American soci¬ 
ety. The myth that we've always had this 
great country or great society.

energized by creative arts—l.e., paint¬ 
ing. Broadway, music—but rather by 
activism—currently, AIDS activism. 
Corporate leaders know it and are on 
the brink of becoming activists. 

Night Without Light is a subtle 
form of activism on the part of these 
building owners: It is not a charity ball 
that they independently attend to raise 
funds for an organization but, rather, a 
cooperative statement which will be 
heard across the country and by their 
corporate peers. This event will be a 
catalyst for the corporate communities 
to stan lobbying, pressuring federal 
offices and making larger donations to 
AIDS service providers. Let's not forget 
that Leona is going to turn off the red, 
white and blue of the Empire Sate 
Building for 1$ minutes for the men, 
women and children who are dying 
because of government inaction, the 
same lights that she vowed to keep on 
until the hostages are freed. 

Due to the enormous growth of 
Day Without Art over the past year, 
next year we can expect a tremendous 
response for Day Without Art 1991. 
Wfc can expect the scale and inpact of 
Night Without Light to extend beyond 
Manhattan to the rest of America, 
where AIDS education is desperately 
needed through the cooperation of 
creative and corporate leaders. Day 
Without Art has the potential to 
become a national grass-roots event of 
sorts Qlke Earth Day?), a way of edu¬ 
cating the public and forcing them to 
address the class ism, racism, sexism 
and homophobia that have propelled 
this disease into a social crisis. This 
event will not remain a one-day event 
if there b involvement from the com¬ 
munity. Arm yourself with information 
and participate in events around the 
country on Dec. 1. Tell the organiza¬ 
tions Involved that cooperation 
between artists, arts organizations and 
AIDS service organizations will contin¬ 
ue to take place throughout the year. 
We must not let this nationwide 
activism turn into a movie of the week 
or flavor of the month-W

way for them to deal with It On tbe 
other hand, the artist will eventually get 
inflamed, but the bureaucrats never 
will. That's why I'm glad to be an artist 
who’s running a place, so that 1 can 
identify with both sides. 

PMs Is the NEA itself worth saving? 

MW: Well see how the destruction 
of the peer pond goes. IVe spoken to 
some of the lay people they’ve put on 
the panels, and they’re all wonderful. 
Tm worried, though, because the job of 
the artist b to break molds, and the job 
of the by people in that situation b to 
preserve the status quo. 

FM: You know a kx of artists at all 
different points in their careers. I’ve 
always found artists remarkably apolitical. 

MW: IVe never admired the artists 
who are apolitical. The media of pub¬ 
lishing, installation art, performance art 
are media that engage with the real 
world, and even if it never changes the 
real world, it tries. Whereas painting 
and sculpture arc often the choice of 
the more Introspective artists. You don't 
have to talk to anyone but the canvas. 
At the same time. I’ve come across 
many, many painters and sculptors who 
are politicsdly engaged, so I think it 
comes down to the individual. 

PM: Do you think perform an ce b 
still a vital art form? 

MW: My answer to that b, look at 
which forms are under attack—(he new 
forms of photography and perfor¬ 
mance.* David Salle b not under attack, 
and he’s doing stuff that’s just as erode, 
but it’s a painting. Painting's been 
around for 30,000 years. People are 
unnerved by the fact ti.at there's an 
actual body which b being smeared 
with chocolate, and that it's real urine 
on that crucifix. It's too real somehow. 
Performance is not at all dead. It's just 
getting started. 

PM: Also performance doesn't 
have a market David Salle doesn't give 
a shit If he gets a grant. 

MW: Yes, but there also wasn't a 
market for Jenny Holzer when Franklin 
Furnace showed her ten years ago.* 
That’s our job—to bunch ideas that 
will bter become successful. We also 
presented Barbara Kruger and Eric 
Bogosbn, and now all these people are 
on the board. Luckily they're still inter¬ 
ested in Franklin Furnace and whether 
the next generation gets a chance. I try 


to keep the artists who have come 
through Franklin Furnace involved in 
some way. 

PM: When performance got a lit¬ 
tle less media attention and happened 
in rawer spaces, it was more exciting 
for me. 

MW: You're absolutely right. But 
the goal of all performance artists b to 
play BAM. Ifs just the way it b. The 
goal of all painters b to show at CastdlL 
There has to be some land of hierarchi¬ 
cal Zeitgeist in every field. Performance 
b never better in a huge place, and 
that’s why if performers are driven back 
to smaller spaces by this whole thing, it 
wont hurt die field. 

PM: Franklin Furnace is so 
important because you give complete 
unknowns a chance. Why has perfor¬ 
mance become so cliquish in who 
gets booked? 

MW: It’s a real problem. When 
you're trying to start, who b going to 
give you a gig? You're never going to 
get a huge audience for an unknown 
artist, but they need to perform to grow 
and get the next booking, even if It’s for 
one person. There are a lot of reasons 
why it’s hard to get booked There’s a 
lot of sexism. Same people also let their 
marketing plans and golds for the insti¬ 
tution determine who they show. 

PM: Do you want to talk at all 
about the Guerilla Girls? [The Guerilb 
Girls are an anonymous group of 
women whose mission Is to expose 
sexism, racism and homophobia in the 
art world Their primary mode of opera¬ 
tion b street postering and appearances 
in their trademark guerilla masks.) 

MW: Yes, even though I'm not a 
Guerilla Girl. They're an anonymous 
group which has used me as their pub¬ 
lic contact. I undersand that Mary 
Boone hates my guts because of my 
involvement with them, but that's OK. 
Ifs an Important political comdtment. 

PM: How can people support 
Franklin Furnace? 


MW: People can offer their services 
and skills. People can offer whatever 
they have—services as well as money. W 
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word
